NOT GIVEN QUT. 

SATOLLI’S PROPOSITIONS WERE 

SUPPRESSED. 

New YorK, Jan. 7,—When the session of 
American archbishops wag held in this city 
on Nov. l6and17 of last year, the views of 
Mgr. Satollion the school question were at 
the time kept fromthe public. About three 
weeks later the alleged address of the Papal 
delegate was given out. It was stated by 
those who gave copies of the document to 
the newspapers that Mgr. Satolli had laid 
down fourteen propositions and it was rep- 
resented that all these propositions were 
contained in the .copy then submitted. 
The propositions were not numbered 
in the copy given to the reporters,

propositions were in reality more 
important than all the others. They were 
objected to by all the Archbishops at the 
meeting, with the single exception of Arch- 
bishop Irefahd. The propositions were not 
in the form of an address. They par- 
took of the character of “ 
declaration of principles on the school ques- 
tion and Mgr. Satolli requested the Arch- 
bishops to-sign their names to the document 
in approval. The Archbishops, with 
the exception of Archbishop Irelana, 
declined to do. this, and without 
even ‘‘receiving’’ of ‘‘considering’’ the 
document they ‘‘weighed’’ it which, theo- 
logically speaking, . means they 
merely read itand took no action. The first 
five propositions were those they would not 
sanction. Here they are. 

‘*First—All care must be taken to erect 
Catholic schools, to enlarge and improve 
those already established and to make them 
equal to the pubiic schools in teaching and in 
discipline:—[Conv. Pien. Bal, 111, No. 197, p. 
101. 

‘*Second—When there is no Catholic school, 
or when the one that !s available is little 
fitted for giving the children an educa- 
tion in keeping with their condition, 
then the public schools may be 
attended with a safe conscience, 
the danger of perversion being rendered re- 
mote by Opportunme remedial and precau- 
tionary measures, @ matter that Is to be left 
to the conscience and judgment of the ordai- 
naries.—Ibid, No, 493, De 103. 

‘*lhird—We enact and command that no 
one shall be allowed to teach Ina parochial 
school who has not proven his fitness 
tor the ~ position by previous ex: 
amination. No priest shall have 
the right to employ any teacher, male 
or female in his school withoula certificate 
of ability or- diploma from the dlocesean 
board of examiners.— [Ibid No. 293, p. 103. 

Fourth—Normal schools, as they are called, 
are to be established where they are wanting 
and evidently necessary.—[Ibid No. 205, P.110. 

‘*Fifth—We strictly forbid anyone, whether 
penne se prie nd this is the express 

rohibition of t soverign pontiff through 
he sacred congregation—elther by act or 
threat, to exclue from the sacraments 
as unworthy, rents who choose

NOT HALF TOLD 


The Story of the Far-Reaching 
Panama Scandal. ; 


More Startling Revelations to Be Made 
in a Few Days. 


THE GAME PLAYED BY DELAHAYE AND 
HIS CONFRERES. 


Another Oabinet Crisis May Follow— 
Secrets to Be Divulged — Watchful 
Eyes Kept on the Men Who Make the 
Mobs in Paris — Placards Posted 
Nightly by Amarchists — Saving De 
Lesseps’ Estate. 


Paris, Jan. 7.—Signs are multiplying that 
the developments of the coming week will 
surpass anything yet told in regara to the 
Panama Canal scandal. The principsl dan- 
ger attendant upon these revelations has al- 
feady been suggested by the Anarchist pla- 
cards which have been posted regularly inthe 
last four nights throughout thecity, and as 
regularly have been torn down by the police 
in the early morning. The burden of these 
placards is that the Government is only half- 
hearted in the inguiry into the Panama 
frauds; that M. Bourgeols, Minister of Jus- 
tice, While professing all zeal, is in fact do- 
ing alihecantothwart the purposes of the 
few honest men connected with the Govern- 
ment, andthat unless the masses rise and 
take things into thelr own hands all the 
guilty men will escape. 

The whole tru:h is that all classes are 
losing faith—not in the Repubdlic—but in the 
honesty ofthe men who are respousible for 
the conduct of the investigation. This is 
well illustrated by the attitude of the Gov- 
ernment toward the proposal of Ferdinand 
De Lesseps to sell on next Tues- 
day his castle, La Chesnaye, 
to the highest bidder. This sale, as it is 
called, will be in fact no sale at 
all, but merely a device for getting all his 
property into his wife’s hands before the 
finalcrash. ‘The eyidence ofthis fact is so 
apparent that eveu the blindest minister of 
justice must perceive it. Despite Mme. De 
Lesseps’ stories of poverty, Ferdinand. Le 
Lesseps is arichman. As Presidentof the 
Co. he dfew, withia a few 

200 ,000 francs annually. 
other sources, most- 
ly speculative investments, , bis 
yearly income is 250,000 francs. Besides La 
Chesnaye he holis vast quantities of real 
estate. Itis certain, therefore, that no need 
of woney could have moved him to exchange 
his castie for ready cash. The conditions of 
the svu-called sale, moreover, are such that 
the purchasercanunot comeinto the enjoy- 
mentof his rights until after the deatu of 
Mme. De Lesseps, which, tn consideratioa of 
her youth and exuberant health, is not like- 
ly to take place for some thirty or forty 
years. Meantime the whole usufruct is Mme. 
De Lesseps’. 

THE COUNT’S PLAN. 

Nobody ts foolish enough to believe that a 
Capitalist in France is willing to buy a castie 
and park at an enormous price thiriy or 
forty yearsin advance of the possibility of 
enjoying tuem, and,in fact, nobody af La 
Chesnaye expects such a capitalist 
to appear at the sale.

This is but a revetition of the leaden- 
fooied proceedings of the Government in No- 
vemver wien men like Herz and Arton, who 
knew too much about corruption in high 
places, were permitted to flee the country, 
and seizureof private papers was delayed 
until the most incriminating docu vents 
were destroyed ortaken over the border. 

Ihe policy of M. Delalkaye and his col- 
leagues in the attempt to entangle the Gov- 
ernment in the Panama scaiidal ‘is to give 
Bourgeois and his fellow-trémmers enough 
rope with which to hang themselves. After 
the farcicai sale of La Chesnaye the Dela- 
baye group will make a terrific onslaught 
upon the Government in the Chamber, re- 
vealing all its acts of criminal Omission and 
pushing it to the brink of another crisis. 
This programme is likely to be realized 
within the next ten days.

It is belfeved 
that, in view ofthe energetic action of the 
Government and tie evident readiness to 
suppress any uprising, the more intelligent 
leaders of the extremists will succeed In pre- 
venting an outbreak that could only result in 
the severest punistiment of all concerned in 
it, There are, nevertheless, a number of 
Anarchists who are willing to risk their 
ltves should they see any prospectof striking 
a serious blow at the existing order of 
things.

He promised to send 5,000 francs 
to the Paris- American Charitab’e society, but 
never kept bis promise. He did, however,

HIS CAREER AS A SURGEON WHILE IN NEW YORE 
CITY. 


New York, Jan. 7.—Dr. Cornelius Herz, 
one of the leading figures inthe Panama Ca- 
nal scandal, had a very checkered career 
while he lived in this city, nearly twenty 
yearsago., Herz applied at the Mount Sinal 
Hospital for a position as assistant surgeon. 
He claimed he had studied medicine in 
Paris and held a doctor’s diploma. The 
Yules of Mount Sinai Hospital prescribed that 
only duly qualified physicians in possession 
of medical diplomas be employed at the in- 
stitution. When Herz came to Dr. Jacobi, 
the physician asked him for his diploma, 
Herz told Dr. Jacobi that he (Herz) was 
very sorry indeed that he could not 
produce his adiploma as a i physician 
because he had lost it. He declared; 
however, that he had studied medicine in 
Paris, France, under Prof. Brown-Sequard. 
He said that he hadrecelved his doctor’s 
Giploma from the medica! faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Paris. Dr. Jac bi then told Dr. 
Herz that he would im all probability be com- 
pelled to undergo a regular examination be- 
fore the Medical Examination Committee in 
cose he was to receive the appointment of as- 
sistant surgeon of Mount Sinal 
Hosplial. Herz’s friends begged the 
directors of the hospitalto admit Herz. The 
directors finally agreed notto oppose Dr. 
Herz, provided he would submit an aMdavit 
to the effect that tie had receive) the dipioma 
as physician at the Paris University. On 
May 31, 1872, Dr. Herz sent the tollowing affi- 
davit to Jacobi, which was shown to a Post- 
DIsPATCH reporter yesterday:

LAYING OFF TO VOTE. 


Important Questions On Which the Trades 
and Labor Union Wil Pass. 


The Trades and Labor Union meets this 
afternoon, and one of the topics will bea 
very interesting matter brought in by Brew- 
ers’ and Malsters’ Union, No. 6. The ques- 
tion involves the right of an employe 
to take time enough to vote without subject- 
ing himself to discharge. The Case arose at 
the Arsenal Brewery (Obert’s) last election 
day, when Wm. Drilling asked for per- 
mission to go away a little earlier 
than usual so that he could _ vote, 
He was so far from the _ polling-place 
thatif he worked until6p. m. he couldn’t 
make the distance. He gotthe shop boss to 
get permission from the superintendent, and 
the boss did so, and Drilling laid off about 5 
o’clock. The next morning he was dis- 
charged for work—it 
being claimed of. .the 
brewery that got per- 
mission only for himself and not for Drilling, 
whose leaving work was therefore unauthor- 
ized. Drilling reported tothe union andthe 
committee thought the matter settled when 
they got the brewery to set aside tha dis- 
charge and. agree to a _ simple sus- 
pension fora fortnight. Drilling was, there- 
lore, taken back on Nov. 24, DUt on Dec. 8 
was laid offagain for another two weeks— 
laying off being necessarily frequently prac- 
ticel in the dull season. fhe unton 
vigorously protested against this second sus- 
pension as being in violation of Obert’s 
ugreement with the union, Which provides 
that suspensions onaccount Of dull times 
shall take place in rotation.

“gt, JACKSON'S DAY.” 

This is a good year to remember Demo- 
cratic anniversaries, and chief among 
these is the’ Eighth of January—‘‘St. 
Jackson’s Day.’’ It wasthe victory at New 
Orleans seventy-eight years ago that made 
the victor President of the United States in 
1828; it was his own high qualities as 
Chief Magistrate—tested by the trials of 
four stormy years—which re-elected~—him 
in 1832. In spite of all his faultse—and 
these were neither few nor smalil~ 
Andrew Jackson was not merely a great 
man,. but essentially a good man.

The situation of the Treasury is such as 
would have been Yegarded as alarming at 
anytime during Mr. Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration.

“H 
either House of Congress is unableto decide 
a contest, the controversy shall be settled 
by a Court cOmposed ofthe Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, and the 
Chief Justice ofthe highest court in each 
State. 

Itis expected that at the next session of 
the Committee on Election of. President and 
Vice-President a favorable report will be 
authorized upon the joint resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Crain of Texas, whitch proposed 
an amendment to the Constitution, ‘‘sub- 
stituting the 3ist day of December for the 4th 
day°of March as the commencement and 
termination of the official term of members 
of the House of Represvntatives and of 
United States Senators, and providing that 
Congress shall hold its annual meeting on the 
first Monday of January. and substituting 
the 30th of April forthe 4th of March, asthe 
date forthe commencement and limitation 
of the term of the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent.’” It ig not believed that this resolution 
will be passed by Congress atthe present 


session, but the advocates of the proposition 
are anxious to secure a favorable report as a 
basis of a campaign in the Thirty-third Con- 
gress.

GOVERNMENT OF ALASKA, 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL INTRODUCED IN THE 
SENATE YESTERDAY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 7.—A'bill to pro- 
vide a temporary government for Alaska was 
introduced in the Senate this morning by Mr. 
Piatt. it provides that the seat of govern- 
ment shall be at Sitka and that ‘(he executive 
power of the Territory shall be vested in a 
Governor and a Secretary; The territory 
is designated as one judicial district, with a 
resident district judge, required to hold at 
annually, on® at 
at Juneau. The 
President to ap- 
point seven commissioners with 


powers of county judgesat An annual salary 
of$2,500 each. Other minor officers are pro- 
vided for and the general laws of the State of 
Oregon are declared to be the law in the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska. The Territory isaiso de- 
clared to be a land district and suitabie pro- 
vision for entries is made. Dealing in or 
manufacturing intoxicating liquors is prohi- 
bited save for medical pupposes by licensed 
druggists. All persons, including Indians 
born or naturalized in the Unil- 
ted States and subject to its 
jurisdiciion, residing in Alaska at 
the time of the passage of this act, are de- 
clared to be citizens of the United States, 
and no person who cannot take part 
in ordinary conversation shall be allowed 
to vote or hold elective office. All 
male persons 21 years of ave, except those 
disqualined, who shail have resided in the 
Territory three months heel to any duly 
@uthorized election, shall entitled to vote. 
None but natives are allowed to reside on the 
coast of Alaska northof Behring Straits and 
within the interior north of the Arctic Circle,

list circles that the reagon they refused last 
night to  daecpt the plan of the 
Joint Contefence: ‘ommitteé, composed 
of Populists and Republicans, for a peace- 
ful organization of the House, is that 
it would block their scheme of organization. 
This, it hasleaked out, is to exchide from 
the floor 6f the ‘House every member on ei- 
ther side whose seat is contested, To exclude 
these from the floor would give the Populists 
a majority of five over both Republicans an‘ 
Democrats and thus the Populists would or- 
ganize the House and shut out the con- 
tested members until they had passed upon 
their cases. Ofcourse the Republicans will 
not submit to a scheme of this 
kind, as it would bea practical surrender of 
the organization. The Populists, however, 
are stubborn on the point, and they cite asa 
precedent similar action by the Republicans 
in the Legislature of Indiana in 1871. Unless 
there be a compromise there is certain to be 
a row, which will result in a split House, one 
side or the other going te another part of the 
State house and setting up in business for 
itself. Such acondition of affairs has long 
been fearedand as the hour for the battle 
draws nearer and the excitement increases, 
there seems to be good ground for the beilef 
that trouble is bound to result, 

The Supreme Court this afternoon deottied 
the Coffee County contest case for the Re- 
publicans. The Republicans are elated, for 
the motion to convenethe Board of County 
Commissioners to recanvass the vote was 
denied. The Supreme Court decided that the 
consolidated cities of Kansas City, Kan., can- 
not be dissolved.

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DIAZ HAS NO FEAR. 


The Mexican Government Not Worried 
Over the Border Uprising. 


OCrry oF Mexico, Jan. 7.—To all outward 
appearance, there is nothingin the reports 
of battles along the Northern border of the 
Republic to cause loss of sleep on the part of 
Government officials. In response to a 
request for an interview regarding the varl- 
ous reports which have appeared in Ameri- 
can newspapers recently, President Diaz to- 
day gave a correspondent an audience. 

**How do you regard the disturbances on 
the lower Rio Grande?’’ was asked. 

‘**While lappreciate cordially your courtesy 
in offering me an opportunity to state my 
views,’’ sald the President, ‘‘yet Ido but 
care to make any statement.’’ 

‘*Do you expect any serious trouble?’’ 

‘*Idonot. Idonot consider the matter of 
enough importance to makeit worth while 
entering upon a discussion of it.’”’ 

After introducing the correspondent toa 
member of the Cabinet, the intimation being 
that he might say what heliked, theaudl- 
ence with President Diaz terminated. 

The Cabinet Minister was more communi- 
cative. 

**How do you explain the border troubles?’’ 
was asked. ‘*Is there dissatisfaction in 
Mexico apart from the border agitators?’’ 

‘*W.bile there is no manifestation of politi- 
cal disquiet, quite the contrary is the case. 
The Texans of Mexican origin have nothing 
incommon withthe sentimants of the peo- 
ple of Mexico, and if the former find any 
sympathy it willbe amongthe few persons 
who hold opinions entirely opposed to those 
of the immense majority of their fellow 
countrymen.’’ 

‘**Then you expect no serious trouble?’’ 

‘There is not the slightest apprehension 
here regarding the Texas border disturb- 
ances, and the public interest is centered on 
other matters. The border disturbances are 
exciting nointerest. The country is stead- 
ily going forward in the path of progress 
opened by Gen, Diazon his first assumption 
of the chief magistracy in 1878.’’ 

This terminated the interview with the

MAKING FOR THE MOUNTAINS. 

PIEDRAS NEGRAS, Mexico, Jan. 7.—The 
Mexican military authorities received infor- 
mation by courier this morning that a band 
of revolutionists numbering about thirty 


were yesterday seen crossing the Rio Grande 
River, from Texas to Mexico, at Webb’s 
Crossing, about eighty miles below here, It 
is believed here that the revolutionists are 
making for the Santa Rosa Mountains. A 
detachment of troops has been sent in pur- 
suit of them. 


TO CROSS THE BORDER. 
NUEVA LAREDO, Mexico, Jan. 7.—It was 
learned here from reliable authority to-day 
that the request recently made by the Mex!i- 


can Government of President Harrison thata 
mutual arrangement be made between 
the two countries whereby the 
troops of both Governments may 
not respect the international boundary when 
in pursuit of revolutionists, nas been favor- 
ably considered by the President and autho- 
ritiesat Washington. It is announced that 
the new arrangement will go into effect 
within a few days. The residents living on 
the Texas side of the border, particularly the 
Mexicans, many of them political refugees 
from their own country are protesting loudly 
againstthe proposed reciprocal military ar- 
rangement. They claim that if the Mexican 
troops are permitted tocross tothe United 
States territory many Mexicans now living 
there in peace and security will be kidnapped 
and carried into Mexico. The United States 
troops on the frontier do not favor the 
scheme, , 


SUICIDES. 


Escaped the Law by Using Poison—A 
Disgraced Minister. 


Paris, Tex., Jan, 7.—At Tulsa, I. T., a few 
days ago, Deputy Marshal Simpson arrested 
old man Mathison of this place, for intro- 
ducing and selling whisky. The old 
man complained of being sick 
and unable to be moved, 50 
the Marshal put a guard overhim. Thurs- 
day, about noon, he asked for water, and on 
going to his bed it was found that he was dy- 
ng. Upon searching his bed a bottle of 
strychine was found under his pillow. He 
had evidently cheated the Marshal by taking 
his own life. Heleaves a wife and several 
children. 


A DISGRACED MINISTER. 

WESTMINSTER, Md., Jan. 7.—The body of 
David D. Bonsack, one of the wealthiest 
men in the State, and formerly the most in- 
fluential Dunkard minister in this section, 
was found to-day hanging by arope froma 
cherry tree near hisresidence. A year ago 
he disappeared with the wife of a poor toll- 
gate keeper. He soonreturned but was de- 
posed from the ministry, expelled from the 
church and lost his position in the commu- 
nity.

Te Handle Mails at New York. 

NEw YORK, Jan. 7.—The committee ap- 
pointed by Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
toact with Postmaster Van Cott, consisting 
of W. P. Campbell, Assistant General Super- 
intendent of the railway mail service,and W. 
J.Pollock,s uperintendent of the free delivery 
division of the Post-office Department, ar- 
rived in this city early yesterday morning 
and reported at once to Postmaster Van 
Cott. ‘the commission examined tbe Post- 
office and then went up town asa result ofa 
recommendation of Postmaster Van Cott, 
thata buliding be secured in the vicinity 
of the Grand Central Depot, so that 
all mail matter arriving and  leav- 
ing from that place may 
handled there. Mr. Van Cott thought that 
this would relleve the general Post-office of 
between 1,500 and 2,000 sacks of mati dally. 
The committee inspected several buildings.

NOT APPARENTLY DEPRESSED BY THE

Spending the Greater Part of Their Time 
Singing and Making Merry—Effsct of 
an Adverse Decision to the Suit of a 
Wronged Young Woman — General 
Criminal News. 


CHESTERTON, Md., Jan. 7.—No less than 
eight negroes are confined in the county jail 
here under sentence of death forthe murder 
of Dr. J. H. Hill, and’ unless the Governor 
commutes their sentences they will be hanged 
on Friday next. The near prospect of death 
does not appear to depress them particu- 
larly,and they spend the greater part of their 
time in Iaughing, joking and _  sing- 
ing. Moses Brown, the oldest, 
has a cell: to himself. Williams 
and Brooks also have acell each. They are 
shackled about the feet. In the large, steel- 
lined murderers’ cell are Charles Sumner 
Morry, Josh Brainard and Frisby Comegys, 
three of the boys, andin anothersmall cell 
are Lewis Benson and Henry Hurtt. In front 
of the cells is a corridor about eight feet 
wide, lighted at each end by a heavily grated 
window, and at one end Is the door, through 
which they will walk to the gallows next 
Friday. Each morning the prisoners are 
allowed to go into the corridor for exercise, 
the boys all at once and the men singly. The 
boys make thisa time for an old-fashioned 
rompif no one except the jailers happen to 
be by. They run up and down the corridor, 
wrestling and tripping each other, and 
indulge in a variety of the game of tag, in 
which they run around on all fours and en- 
deavor to playfully bite each other. The 
men in their ‘‘liberty houfs’’ sit by the 
stove, smoke and ‘chat with the fallers. 
Then they have intervals of plety. The men 
and boys start to praying and singing:to- 
gether in the pecullar manner of the negro. 

Fletcher Williams and **Buck’’ Brooks sulk 
at times, but the others are always in good 
humor. Willlams and Brooks are more dl- 
rectly con€@erned in the murder than their 
companions, for it was the knife thrust by 
the former and the cruel blow with a stone 


by the other that caused the physician’s 
death. The others alded and abetted. 

Sheriff Plummer has summoned 200 men to 
protect the jail from the expected crowd and 
he has ordered each man to bringa gun. The 
first man summoned was George Alfred 
Pearce, one of the counsel of the condemned 
men, who says he will serve. ' 


FEL] IN A FAINT. 


EFFECT OF AN ADVERSE COURT DECISION ON A 
WRONGED YOUNG WOMAN. 


NEw YorK, Jan, 7.—A beautifal young 
woman created asensation in the Harlem 
Police Court this morning by screaming and 
then falling to the floor in a faint, when a de- 
cision adverse to herwas announced. The 
young woman was Miss Frances Moore, 
niece of ex-Senator”™ Moore, who had 
accused Walter W. Ames of 11 East One 
Hundred and Thirty-second street of wrong- 
ing her under promise of marriage.

A STATE PARK. 


Proposed Appropriation of a Portion of 
the Adriondacks For That Purpose. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan, 7.—Gov. Flower ‘\s 
deeply interested inthe scheme to create a 
State Park in the heart of the Adriondacks. 
In his recent message he dealt .with certain 
aspects‘of the project, but he was silenton 
the points that lie deepest in his thoughts. 
The Forest Commission, which is supposed 
to be the moving factor in the scheme, is 


composed of Townsend Cox, Mr. Basselin 
and Dudley Farim. These men are not sup- 
posed to receive any remuneration for their 
labor beyond that improvement in their 
health which is caused bya little gen- 
tle travel and occasional communings 
with nature, Itis said by « fictals here that 
Mr; Cox has none of the qualtities that go to 
make up a commissioner. It is, however 
clear that he travels a great deal, forth 
bills that he turns into the Treasurer ruo 
from $1,500 to $2,000a year. Mr. Basselin may 
be remembered, as an investigating com- 
mittee camped on his trail last year with 
disastrous resultsto him. Mr. Farim Is fre- 
ported to be just an ordinary citizen, Last 
Legislature advocated _ sell- 
all the State lands in 
Adirondacks, outside of a 
certain line. This was in part denuded land 
and not well fitted fara park.

It is 
modeled in general on the plan.of the New 
“York law, which compelled the companies 
to subway their wires after a fight, very 
similar in. its phases to fhe one 
in 8t. Louis, which  lIasted = sev- 
eral years. The bil) provides that 
within two years from its passaze, the tele- 
graph, telephone and electric companies in 
St. Louis shall place their wires under- 
ground.” That is the broad requirement. 
The Dill then goes on to place 
in the hands of the city 
all the power mecessary to compel 
the companies todothis. If the companies 
‘*fail, neglect or refuse’’ to put the wires 
under ground in two years, the city 
is empowered to compel them 
to do so by removing the wires 
from the streets. The Board of Public 
Improvements is made the executive body 
by which the law is to be put into operation. 
After the law goes into effect the board must 
instruct the companies when and 
how they must subway their wires, 
and all the plans of the companies for their 
conduits are to be approved by the board.

In 1889, 
when the bill again reappeared in the Legis- 
lature, the Bell Telephone Co. and the Pos- 
ta) Co, each had a bill before the Municipal 
Assembly asking permision to lay their wires 
underground. A quarrel between the City 
Legislature and the State Legislature fol- 
lowed; the Assemblymen got on their dignity 
and offered the bill at Jefferson City, clatm- 
ing that the city should be allowed to 
regulate the subway matter, and the bill 
at the capital fell to the ground again. 

Did the companies then push the bills they 
had in the Assembly? 

Not at all They made a show 
of it,~" and then dropped them. If 
it was not their intention to get the Assembly 
and the Legislature to play into their hands 
by the childish disagreement into which they 
fell, at least it seemed so. 

AN EXPOSITION FROM ASSEMBLYMEN. 

Councilman Nelson Cole two years ago was 
one of the Assemblymen who wanted the 
wires to gO Underground and helped 
to beat the bili at Jefferson 
City by insisting on the right 
ofthe city to pass the legislation. Council- 
man Cole said to-day: 

‘*All that I wanted at that time was that 
the Legisiature’ should pass an enabling 
act, giving the city the power 
to regulate the wires. Of course 
we all want them underground, and a mere 
difference of detail can be arranged. As for 
Durant’s bill, that wauld have been passed 
for him any time that he wanted itif he had 
been reasonable, but the long and the 
short of it was that he wanted the Dill 
passed exactly as he had prepared it, and in 
no other way.’’ 

THEY ALL FAVOR IT. 

Councilman William T. Anderson 
said yesterday: ‘‘I shall support a bill 
like Senator Stone’s with all my 
might, stipulating only thatthe conduits of 
the companies shall carry the city wires 
free.’’ 

Councilman Anderson is President of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and his indorsement 
will carry unusual weight with it. 

President Cyrus P. Walbridge of the Coun- 
cil said to-day: 

**‘Of course the wires ought to be under- 
ground, andIseenoreason why legislation 
for that purpose should not come from the 
State Legislature in so far as it is familiar 
with the needs of the city.’’ 

THE CITY’S ELECTRICAL EXPERT. 

Andrew Vv. O’Reilly, Superintendent of 
Electricity for 8t. Louls, said: 

**There Will be no difficulty in getting the 
wires under ground if the legisiation 
for that purpose is intelligently effected. For 
that reason, I prefer to see the Legislature 
passan enabling act, giving the city ali the 
power to get the wires under ground.

Attitude of the Companies. 

It is fair to say that all the wire companies 
understand that they will finally have to re- 
sort to the subway system. AS 
a matter of self-protection, they 
are opposed to any legislation 
that will compel them to subway their wire 
at acertaintime. What they wantis pro- 
vision to do it whenever they please. 

THE ELECTRICAL COMPANIES. 

The three electrical compantes which own 
most of the wires in St. Louis are the Munici- 
pal, the Missouriandthe Laclede Gas-Light 
Co. Each has a contract with the city and 
cost about $460,000. 

Manager Durant was asked yesterday: 

**‘What has beaten your Dill in the Coun- 
cil?’’ 

‘*‘Why,the Dorsett people. They wanted 
us to buy their conduit. and they told us 
bald-headed if we didn’t buy it they wouldn’t 
let our bill pass.’’ 

Manager Durant added that he had op- 
posed the former bills in the Legislature be- 
cause they were unreasonable. He was 
willing to subway, but he was unwilling to 
subway when it was unnecessary and that 
is what the former bills whould have made 
himdo. He had not seen the Stone Dilland 
didn’t know whether he should oppose it or 
not. 


MERELY A PERMISSION. 

The bill Manager Durant has before the 
Council begins as follows: 

Under and pursuant tothe provisions of sec, 272 
of the Revised statutes of Missouri of 1889, the city 
of 8t. Louis hereby contracts that the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. of Missouri, its successors 
and = assigns, may. from time to _ time, 
place their wires, eables and other 
fixtures and appurtenances under ground in con- 
duits, pipes or subways, constructed and approved 
as herinafter provided for, under the streets, alleys 
and other public placesin said city, in the manner 
hereinafter authorized, and may maintain and use 
the same for the purpose of said company’s busi- 
ness, and to thatend may also construct such man- 
holes, conneetions, appurtenances and distributing 
facilities, under or above ground, in connection with 
such wires, cables and fixtures as may be necessary 
or suitable for carrying on said business from time 
to time, provided that such consent is given upon 
the conditions heretmafter stated, and not other- 
wise. 

It will be observed that there is nothing 
but a permission here, The bill might pass 
and the Telephone company might or might 
not lay its subway. There is nothing to:com- 
pel the company to do it. 

Possibly Manager Durant and Manager 
Dougherty do not know it, but there is a city 
law now existing that. lawyers think gives 
them the right tolay acondult whenever he 
pleases without going before the Municipal 
Assembly themselves. It is sec. 382, art. 2, 
revised ordinances, and is applicable toail 
wire companies, reading: 
~All such wires, cable Orcables along or across any 
of the streets, alleys or oublic places of the city of 
St. Louis shali,be placed at such aistances above or 
below the surface of the ground and secured in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by the Board Of Public 
Improvements. 

This article of the ordinance is on the gen- 
eral subject of electric wiring, tubes and 
cables. A company that sincerely wanted a 
conduit coulda go ‘before the Board of Public 
Improvements and get a bill passed at once, 
The bill would then gotothe Assembly from 
the Board and coula not be amended in any 
manner. 

Each contract has this clause In it: 

The said party of the first part hereby agrees that i 
at any time during the continuance of this contract, 
the Board of Public Improvements shall order the 
wires of the party of the first part or any portion 
thereof placed under ground ,the seid party of the first 
part will immediately réspecet such order and place 
such wiresas the said beard msy designate under 
ground, provided, however, thatan equitable pro- 
portion of the experise of plecing wires under 
ground, when ordered bv’ _— Board of Public Im- 
prevements, shall be t op Me party of the sec- 
ond part; said proportion ob ) determined by three 
arbitrators to be chosen @8 fol the party of the 
first part to chose one, the Mayer of the City of st.

Mr. Ross said in prong to the question, 
‘*twhat attitude will your ‘company assume 
toward the Stone pin?” 

‘*‘I am not prepared to discuss that ques- 
tion. It would be very expensive to put our 
wires under ground, and lam under the im- 
pression that when we aré ordered to put 
them under ground the city will have to bear 
the expense.’’ 

Henry C. scott, the President of the La- 
cledé Power Co., which isaconcern closely 
connected with the Laclede Gas Light Co., in 
its electrical business said: 

‘*I think the steg would bea wise one, 
certainly. Eyer that is my individual ex- 
ae too m not prepared to say what 

Soman will do, That will 
io. a antear for the Girectors to 
decide. But I can say 
all of them are citizens of St. Louls, men who 
own other property here, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that they will do whatever is best for 
the interests of the city.’’ 

Samuel ©, Dodd, the President of the Mis- 
souri company, sent the Board of Public Im- 
provements the other day a plat of a system 
of subways which, he said, he contemplated 
putting in. He was seen yesterday, and 
asked when he intended to build the conduit. 

**Well, whenever we get a good chance,’’ 
he said. 

**What does that mean?’’ 

‘*‘Why, we have to get the permission of 
the Board of Public Improvements first and 
then there are other things to consider.’’ 

President Dodd hadn’t seen the Stone Dill, 
but he didn’t want the Legislature to pass 
any bill that would make the companies go 
ahead any faster than they wanted 
to go. He was afraid, for one 
thing, that the Legislature would order the 
companies to put every wirein the city into 
conduits. In that case, he remarked dryly, 
the people out in the suburbs, where there 
were only a few wires, would burn candles, 
as it wouldn’t pay torun a conduit out to 
them. **We want to put our wires 
into conduits,’’ sald he, **because 
they can be maintained that way more cheap- 
ly than on poles. We should first subway 
that district lying between Clark avenue, 
Franklin, Fourteenth and Third streets, 
where the wires are now worked. That 
would be sufficient at present. The sub- 
ways then could be extended as needed.’’ 

As an indication of his attitude, President 
Dodd said that the Stone bill would not hold, 
anyway, as it wasclass legislation, exempt- 
ing the electric railways fromthe operations 
of the law. 

THE TELEGRAPH COMPANIES. 

Christopher Dougherty, manager of the 
Postal Telegraph Cable Co., said yesterday: 

**We have tried to get permission to put 
our wires underground for two years. In 
March, 1894, our company had an ordinance 
introduced in the Council for this 
purpose. The ordinance was referred toa 
committee consisting of Messrs. Vogel, Hor- 
ton and Metcalfe, and after lingering 
i the committee’s hands four or five 
months it was Killed. The Bell Telephone 
Co. also had an ordinance for the same pur.- 
pose before the | same committee, and 
I believe has the same bill be- 
fore the committee to this day, 
unable to get actionon it. The Postal com- 
pany promised to begin work thirty days 
after the ordinance was passed and have all 
its wires underground ih less than ninety 
days. St. Louis is the only city on the face of 
the globe that refuses to allow telegraph 
companies the right to put their wires un- 
derground. The Postal Company would 
piace its wires under ground at once ifal- 
lowed to by the city authorities. The same 
thing, I believe, applies to the Bell Tele- 
phone Co.’” 

Manager Dougherty said that his company 
could lay a conduit for $10,000 In the streets 
where it was necessary to subDWay the wires. 

THE TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

Manager Durant of the Bell Co. when 
called on yesterday got a copy ofthe Missouri 
laws and said: 

**Sec. 2721 of the article on Telegraph and 
Telephone Companies, Revised Statutes of 
Missouri, 1889, says: 

Companies organized under the provisions of this 
article for the purpose of constructing and maintain- 
ing. telephone or magnetic electric lines, are au- 
thorized to set their poles, piers, avutments, 
wires and other fixtures along, across or under any 
of the public roads, streets and waters of this State 
in such a manner as not to incommode the public in 
the use of such roads, streets or waters; Provid d, 
that any telephone or telegraph company desiring 
to place their wires and other fixtures under ground 
in any city, they shall first obtain consent from said 
city through the mfinicipal authorities thereof. 

**In accordance with that law,’’ said Man- 
ager Durant, ‘‘I have introduced the same 
bill I have had before the Assembly for 
four years, in the Council again. 
It is there now, and there 
has been no hearingon it. If we could get 
the-bill passed, we would go under ground at 
once. Our original plan was to subway the 
district from Thirteenth street down and 
between Clark and Franklin, hut now we 
should have to take in more territory. 


Senator Stone on the Bill. 

State Senator Stone came down from Jef- 
ferson City yesterday. ‘‘I feel very sanguine 
that the Legislature will pass the 
bill this time,’’ said he. **It 


has been drawn upvery carefully; it works 
no injusticeto the companies, giving them 
two years to get ready, and it leaves all the 
power in the hands ofthe city to carry out 
the general provisions of thelaw. This bill 
is the one introduced two years ago, as it 
was amended finally. Ifthe companies were 
sincere in what they saiG two 
years ago, they can’t very well oppose 
this bill, Itis patterned a fterthe New York 
law, the Board of Public Improvements of 
St. Louls being substituted forthe Board of 
Electrical Control. Only one condition is tm- 
posed on thecompanies. Thatis, that they 
shall carry the city wires free. The com- 
panies may lay their own conduits and in 
what districts they please, subject to the de- 
cision of the Board of Public improve- 
ments.’’ 

**Can the bill be called special legislation, 
on the ground that it exempts the railway 
companies?’’ 

**No. itisamere police regulation in the 
eyes of thelaw. The companies may say 
that to scare some legislators, but the oppo- 
sition will not hold.’’ 

**What about the claim of the companies 
that if they get wnat they want from the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly they will go underground?’’ 

**Why,’’ said Senator Stone, ‘‘we’ve got to 
judge them by theiractions. They haven’t 
gone under ground, have they? The Legis- 
lature will oblige them to—that’s all the dif- 
ference. In New York they went over this 
same ground. The people of the city tried to 
get the city authorities to make them go Into 
conduits for yearsand couldn’t doit, It’s 
the same way in 8t. Louls. Idon’tknow why 
they can’t get their bills passed, but 
I know that they don’t. If they really want 
to take down their wires they Nave no reason 
to fight this bill, n’t know that they will, 
but if they attempt to doitI shall simply 
pointouttothe Legislature the inconsistency 
of their position.’’

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UP IN THE GLOUDS. 
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Rosa May, the Aeronaut, Describes Sen- 
sations Experienced in Ballooning. 


— i, 
-HOW SHE WAS SUSPENDED FROM A 


CHURCH. STEEPLE FOR M HOURS. 


A Drop Into Rapids and a Rescue After 
Great Ditticulties Had Been Encoun- 
tered—Landing on a Barb-Wire Fence— 
Jumping Through a Cloud-The Aero- 
naut’s Marital Troubles.

Mrs. Nettie Ashlock of Peoria, Ill., better 
known as Miss Rosa May, the aeronaut, who 
has made a number of balloon ascensions, 
and who gained some local notoriety last 
week, gave a PosTt-DISPATCH reporter atalk 
during her stay in 8st. Louis on ballooning, 
the sensations experienced while ascending 
and descending, how it feels to be up in the 
alramongthecloudsand other experiences 
of hers, which is very interesting. 

‘*I think there must be a little of the ‘Old 
Ned’ in me,’’ said she, ‘*‘which caused me to 
take a liking to ballooning. I always tooka 
great interest in balloon ascensions. Where 
I live—Peoria—is a great place for balloon 
ascensions, and I aiways witnessedthem, I 
did not receive any trainingor practice be- 
fore I ‘made my first ascension, which was 
made at Peoria, Aug. 7, 1889. 1 just got ready 
and wentup. Idid not think that I would be 
afraidandIwasnot. I was only 17 years old 
then. The only thing Isaid while they were 
getting the balloon ready was to the men 
who were filling it. Isaid: ‘Fill ’er full, so 
that she will go up high.’ 

‘*After you have goneup.the first fifty or 
sixty feet you feelas though you were re- 
maining stationary and that the earth Is re- 
ceding trom you. It isthe same way coming 
down, You think that you are standing still 
and that the earthis coming upto you. Those 
sensations are delightful. In fact, I don’t 
know anything more so. I would sooner make 
a balloon ascension any time than take a 
buggy ride. While up inthe air I never feel 
afraid. The only difficulty I experience is 
that when I go very high there isa difficulty 
in breathing. The only hard thing about 
ballooning isin making the leap with the 
parachute, when you pull the hook. The 
parachute is suspended froma hook which 
is adjusted so that when @ rope Is pulled, the 
hook turns upside down and the parachute 
drops. Pulling that rope is awful hard. 
You know how it feels to jumpof of some 
high place. Well, just imagine that you are 
jumping off of a house about 100 feet high and 
you know how it feels to jump from a 
balloon witha parachute. Your heart goes 
right up into your mouth. 

HER FIRST ASCENSION. 

‘*'My first ascension was made from the 
South Peoria Shooting Park. There 
was nothing unusual connected 
with it, only that It was very successful, The 
next week I made three ascensions at Har- 
lan, lo. They were all successful. In one of 
them I landed about six Miles from where I 
started. The following week I made two 
ascensions at Sheridan, Ind. It was raining 
when I made one ofthbem. Iwent up about 
3,000 feet high ana. passed through a cloud. 
When the balicon struck the cloud there was 
a report like the sound of a drum. The people 
on the ground heard it and thought that the 
balloon had burst and that I was gone, . 

‘*l passed through the cloud and came out 
above it into sunshine. It Was raining be- 
neath me, and thesun was shining . brightly 
above, and there WS no rain fall- 
ing where F was. The cloud shut 
out the view of the earth, OO I could not see 
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in a cornfield, two and one-fourth miles from 
where I went up. 

‘*The next ascension I made was at Logans- 
port, Ind. It was on laborday. At Wash- 
ington, Io., 1 made three ascensions shortly 
after. I cannot remember the dates. In 
one of them, coming down | struck 
a barbed wire fence beside a’ 
hay stack. When I saw that 
l was going to strike the fence I braced my 
feet endstruck the wire with my two feet 
together, and tore the wire from the posts. 
I was not scratched or hurt in the leaSty and 
the parachute was nct Injured, 

**My next ascensions were at Elden, Io. I 
made three ascenstons during Fair week. In 
one of them in coming down I got caught on 
a church steeple. The parachute caught 
over the top of the steeple and I hung sus- 
pended about thirty feet down from the top 
ofthe steeple and about one hundred and 
fifty feet from the ground. I hung there 
from about 4 o’clock in the afternoon wnhtil 
5:30 o’clock the next morning. They had to 
build a scaffoldupto me to get me down, 
I was in no danger offalling. In fact I could 
not fallif l had wanted to, Iwas so tangled 
up in the ropes. lwas pretty nearly dead 
though from sitting in the ropes. Between 
these ascensions I used to return.to Peoria 
and make an ascension every Sunday. 

‘*I did not make any more ascensions that 
season. The next ascension | made was on 
May 4 last. It was at the opening of the 
South Side Park at Denver, Colo, I made six 
ascensions at Denver that Week. I made one 
every day excepting Friday. The first was 
made on Sunday. My next ascension was at 
Lincoln Park, Lincoln, NebD. It was on Sun- 
day, May 11. "I lit within a few feet of the 
Penitentiary walls. I tried to land Inside the 
Penitentiary but the wind was not strong 
enough. I was booked to make six ascen- 
Sions at Lincoln but was prevented from 
making but one on account of rain. The next 
ascension was at Dullivan, lll., in June last. 
It was very successful. Lthen made an as- 
cension at Peoria sometimein June. It was 
on a Sunday, and was a race with Mme. 
Kiefer. A Dalloon race Means going up the 
highest, I beat her about sixty feet. That is 
Iwentup about sixty feet higher than she 
did. On July 4, I made an ascension a) 
Jefferson City, Mo. 


FELL IN THE RAPIDS, 


*‘T then made ten ascensions at Rock 
Island, lll. ‘they were made from Black 
Hawk Watch Tower, which is on an island in 
Rock River. The ascenstons were nmiade in 
the latter part of July and the early part of 
August. On my seventh ascension I haia 
harrowing experience; It was on a Satur- 
day. In coming down TI landed in the river 
just above the rapids, which are near Rock 
Isiand. These rapids are about two miles 
long. I was not alarmed, for there was 
no danger of my drowning. Ihad a Iiife- 
preserver on and could have swam ashore, 
but Il was tangled in the ropes of the para- 
chute. I was on my back and could not 
turn over. The only thing I was afraid of 
was the rocks in the rapids. 

‘*‘Two men came to my assistance and came 
near belng drowned. I told them to never 
mind trying to help me t» get out, but tv cut 
the ropesand I could get out myself. This 
they did not do, Dut tried. to help me out. 
The current was so swift that they could not 

keep their feet. One of them was uncon- 
scious when taken out. 

‘‘\iy husband finally came to my assist- 
ance, He was where the balloon started 
from and could not get to me as soon 
asthe other men. Hecutthe ropes with his 
knife and I got out by myself. I was not in- 
jured only in my leftarm. One of the ropes 
cut through the flesh to the bone, and my 
husband c me in a few places with his 
knite wh he cut the ropes. I made an 
ascension the next day, but my arm was 
ewfulsore. The parachute we never got. 
When my husband got me out he and some 
others rescued the other two men. 

**Before I finished the other two ascensions 
I made a race at Lanesville, Wis., with Jack 
Lumis. I Deat him 140 feet.

Adjusting Itself to the-New Conditions 
Resulting From Recont Litigation. 

New YORK, Jan, 7.—The electrical world is 
readjusting itself*to the new conditions.ia 
which it was left by the recent decision in 
the incandescent lamp suits. @he decision 
was rendered by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, a court established re- 


cently by Congress asanadjunct to the Su- 
preme Court, and to relieve that body of its 
accumulation of business, The suit. was for 
infringement and settled Mr. Edison’s claims 
as an inventor as well as his patent rights, 
which now belong to the General Electric 
Co. These rights are defined in 
the recent decision, which declared 
Edison to be the inventor of the incandes- 
cent lamp; put an end toa sefies of legal 
contests secon cing over seven years, involy- 
ing millfons of dollars of capital, and dimost 
without a precedent in the annals of patent 
j portance, »| 
And yet aside from the establishment of his 
claim to original discovery, Mr., Edison re. 
ceives little orno benefit from this decision, 
and is no better off oecause of it than he was 
before it was rendered. ‘Thisis not because 
the decision does not carry with 
great buat * because 
ig some previously } 
had assigned his right in the incandescent 
lamp to the corporation with.which his name. 
is prineipally identified. But by declaring 
that:the Edison lamp is the only'lamp with a 
right to a legal existence, the decision of the

SEE THE FUN NOW. 

The most ludicrous prospectus of the lot 
was called to mind yesterday by a priest who 
looked askance at Whalen’s roseate pictures 
of wealth which caught so many menibers 
of the cloth. The little book was bound 
with a green paper cover. Whether Whalen 
selected this color to prefigure the envy of 
doubting Thomases who refused to invest, or 
whetter he wished to catch the Milesian 
fancy isa matterof controversy,.but such is 
the fact. The introduction to Whalen’s tales 
of wealth was a gem of its kind, 
and for boldness of conception is un- 
paralleled in the annals of (fraud. 
He. deplored the sad truth that many 
persons had. been swindled by designing 
mine Operators, whowent across the river 
to Illigois, took out articles of incorporation 
for some fictitious hole-in-the-ground with- 
out a cent of paidin capital, and then re- 
turned to St. Louis to fatten upon the vitals 
of the industrious gentry who had tolled for 
years to hoard enough to form a nest egg for 
their old age. Mr. Whalen wept 
coplously for these poor decelved ones, 


who had lost thelrall tn grasping fora bub- 
bie. Buthe would givethemaremedy. He 
would bring to their very doors a chance 
which even Cortez, Pizarro andall that great 
throng who devoted their life toa search for 
wealth had noteven dreamed of. When Mr. 
Whalen had brought his victims this far, 
and had worked them up to the pitch 
where they believed that golden apples 
were about to fallinto their laps he changed 
his high note and set upa cynical whine, 
A CYNICAL ARGUMENT. 

‘*The rich are getting richer andthe poor 
are getting poorer,’’ he cried. Unscrupulous 
monopolists are sapping the life blood of the 
nation. By thelr unscrupulous methods they 
are becoming immensely wealthy and 
the multitudes ,. are’ face to 
face with want and hunger. 
The Catholics, he pleaded, are crowded into 
the small end of the universal born of plenty 
because they are too scrupulous, too faithful 
to the eternal laws of right and w rong to 
achieve wealth at the sacrifice of their souls. 
Mr. Whalen had the cure-all for these dread- 
ful maladies. A few shares of St. Petec’s 
stock would elevate then to the proud 
perch where the ungodly millionaires, 
and soulless corporations, like a flock of rav- 
enous vultures, are croaking over the help- 
less hordes below. But the millionaires to be 
born of the dividends from St. Peter’s would 
not be like other millionaires. Each man’s 
holdings would be limited to a fixed 
number of shares, not above a few 
hundred, and special advantages 
would be offered to Catholics, who would 
use their wealth properly. This, and more 
of asimilarsort, was said in Mr. Whalen’s 
green- backed prospectus. 

A letter Was written by President Whalen, 
May 2, 1888, from San Francisco, and issued 
in circular form by Vive- President Alex.

PROPOSED POLICE LAW. 


Representative Martin’s Eill to Regulate 
a Very Troublesom? Class. 

During the present session of the Legisla- 
ture an effort will be made to pass a law that 
has long been needed in St. Louis and other 
large cities of this State. Representative 
Thomas Martin will introduce in the House a 
bill to regulate and locate in certain districts 
houses of fill-repute in all cities having Boards 
of Police Commissioners. The proposed 


law will require the Police Commissioners 
to record all houses of this characterand all 
disreputable women, with full information 
as to the locality of the houses, the persons 
who keep them. and the pames, ages, etc, of 
the inmates, and then set aside in each city a 
district, outside the residence districts, for oc- 
cupancy by the proscribed class.T hirty days’ 
notice will be giventothe keepers of the 
houses to move within the allotted district, 
and all falling to obey will be liable 
to conviction of a. misdemeanor and to a fine 
not less than $25 and not exceeding $500, The 
billalso provides against offensive conduct 
onthe part of low women in front of their 
houses and on the streets. Keepers of houses 
of the class described must give a fuil report 
each week of the number of inmates, with 
thefr names and ages, andof all changes of 
residence, so as to keep a_ record 
of all fallen women in the 
city. The police commissioners must 
give all possible assistance in reclaiming 
such women and restoring them to their 
parents, guardians or friends. The biil, if 
passed, will operate with peculiar force jn St. 
Louls where characters of the kind men- 
tioned are confined to no particular district 
and make themselves offensive on maby 
prominent down town streets.

This should 
have an improving effect upon the cash mar- 
ket. There has en no marked demand 
here for either shippers or the local trade, 
but holders of stock, in contemplation of re- 
duced arrivals, seem to see a market under 
their. control and are very stiff in 
their asking rates. Yesterday’s rates 
were as follows: Special bin—No. 4 at 29c;

With 
but few exceptions all the city mills 
are closed down, preferring idleness rather 
than to do business such as it has been for 
some time past. It is beginning to look as if 
flour was going to do better, and the price 
has been advanced about 10c per bbl, but as 
yes the sales have been at a figure 
eaving the smallest kind of margin 
forthe manufacturer. There were more bids 
received from abroad than for some time 

st and foreigners are no doubt more will- 
ng to purchase, but prices were generally 
so low that they -covld aot. be. ac- 
cepted. The domestic trade was fair. 
Jobbers found that their stocks were 
low when they counted up on the 
first of the year, and have come in foracar 
or two, and considerable flour has been 
worked off tna small way. Freight rates 
hold steady and oceanrates are still very 
low, but there isa disposition toraise the 
latter; as the curtailment in. immigration 
will have the effect of reducing ocean ton- 
nage, as some of the vessels will 
be retired or put into 
another line of business. Shipments 
during the week weré 30,625 bbis,as compared 
to 85,267 for the same week a year ago. There 
was a further reduction in the output. Two 
large city milis that have been shut down 
for repairs will begin operations again Mon- 
day.

Cotton was irregular, anda good advance 
during the first of the week was folloived by 
a sharp decline yesterday. Receipts at ports 
and interfor towns continue upon a very 
light scale, indicating 4a crop rather under 
than Over 6,500,000 bales. Liverpool developed 
surprising strength with increased purchases 
by spinners, and the situation in geueral was 
quite bullish, yet the market nevertheless 
lacks strength and the advances do not hold. 
This state of affairs can be attributed to only 
one thing, and that is the fear of 
the anti-option bill. In Liverpool 
prices touched the highest point of 
the present crop, while on wec 1 
spot cotton in the Southern markets brought 
at least 4ec per more than it commands to- 
day. If, in connection ‘with this fact, it is 
remembered that Congress met on the first 
Monday in Dec, and that since that tims 
commerce in this country has been ex- 
posed to the menace of the anti-option 
dill and terrified by Senator Wash- 
burn’s threat that it will be passed, 
a most lucid lesson as to the effects of this 
piece of legislation upon trade will, perhaps, 
have been learned. Unnecessarily, the at- 
tempts to pass this bill have depreciated the 
value of cotton inthis country about lec per 
pound, or fora crop of 7,000,000 bales some- 
thing over $15,000,000, while the value of the 
article abroad is advancing. ‘There has been 
some activity to the movement in cotton at 
this point, sales during the week aggregat- 
ing 5,537 bales. 


There was a good healthy tone to the hay 
market the past week. Receipts were lighter 
and shipments larger than the closing week 
of ’92. Receipts for the week, 2,345 tons, 
against 2,665 tons last week; shipments, 580 
tons, against 404 tons the previous 
week. While the dally receipts - have 
averaged fair, they ran largely to the me- 
dium grades of timothy-mixed, with a fair 
proportion of prairie. At no time in the 


timothy offering to supply the demand, 
and the few receivers who were fort- 
unate enough to have a tew cars 
of extra fancy and glit edge among 
their stocks found little trouble in placing 
them ata premium, and in some instances 
where the hay was particularly good $1 per 
ton above the average saies reported was 
obtained. The scarcityin the better grades 
of timothy stimulated the demand forthe 
best offerings of mixed 

clover mixed and in these 

the trading was large at 

prices. Low grades, of which the stocks in 
store are largely madeup, are in excessive 
supply and it seems almost impossible to 
create a demand for them. A few cars 
changed hands daily, but at low prices and 
the little that was traded in gave no 
relief to the over stocked condition of 
the market on these grades. The 
improvement in prairie noted last week, was 
well maintained and on extra nice offerings 
the prices obtained averaged better than 
last week. Trading in prairie was larger and 
prices averaged better than forany weex in 
the pasttwo months. Straw was a little 
more plentiful, but still did not come in in 
sufficient quantities to supply the demand. 
The market ruled steady all week at $5.50 
East Side and $6 on this side.

Mr. H. Katns-Jackson, the English Agricul- 
tural writer, in @ summary .of market condl- 
tions, says: Looking forward tothe next six 
months of 1893: 

1. Russia is now exporting largely. 

2. India, expecting good crops, tis already 
offering from its full estimated surplus. 

8. Australia looks for a yield of 8to10 bu 
per acre, allowing of a liberal export. 

America has an immense reserve of wheat 
available for shipment, and its crop pros- 
pects are rather betterthan those of 1891-92, 
whilst there is but one ‘moderate buyer—En- 
gland—where last season: Continental buyers 
acted freely. 

And the Britisbigranaries are glutted with 
stocks, that more than supplement any 
shortage in farmers’ reserves. ‘the cur- 
rent then runs’ strongly one way—still 
aownwards—and there is butone anchor to 
hold the,ship from drifting further. Low 
prices seem low enough to hold value where 
it now is, only we have the record of May to 
Dec, during which prices have been 
exceedingly low. ‘The outlook then remains 
very gloomy forthe coming year and save 
for possibile political excitements and 
weather disasters, the market is destitute of 
favorable influences.

Recent official Russian advices state that 
owing tothe heavy rainfaliin October there 
was a great improvement in the outlook tor 
the winter crops (wheat and rye) in Russia, 
and that the only entirely unsatisfactory re- 
ports come from a portion of the Caucasus, 
and from districts in the Don Cossack coun- 
try. More or less unsatisfactory advices 
were received from districts in Kertch and 
Yheodosia, the North of Ekatherinodar, the 
governments of Exaterinosiav and Kharkov 
andafew other districts. ‘he Minister of 
Commerce, from recent information, states 
that the wheat crop reached 342,500,000 poods, 
or 204,800,000 bu, and that of. rye 999,500,000 
poods, or 584,500,000 bu. The eountry (tu- 
ropean Russia) requires 851,009,000 poods of 
rye and 172,503,000 poods of wheat for its 
own consumption, sq_ that there is 
a surplus for export of 58,500,000 
poods, equal to 87, 700,000 bu 
rye, and 170,000,000 poods, equal to 102,000,000 
bu wheat, of which from Sept. 1 to Nov. 1, 
about 20,800,000 bu wheatand 3,000,000 bu of 
rye had been exported. These figures do not 
agree with previous official reports regard- 
ing the crops, and are given to correct any 
erroneous idea concerning the likelihood of 
Russia taxing exports. The exports are now 
on @ more moderate scale, and are chiefly 
from Odessa and Novorossiek, which latter 
port remains open throygh the winter.

The Odors of the Flowers and Fruits Imi- 
tated by Mix'‘ne Acids. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. 

The revolution which chemistry has 
brought about in the manufacture of colors 
extends on a similar scale to the making of 
perfumes. Just as vegetable colors have 
been supplanted by colors derived from coal 
tar, artificial perfumes are gaiaing ground 
day by day over those derived from natural 
sources. 

The first artificial perfumes were obtained 


by means of ethers, and imitations were 
made of the flavor of ‘fruits and the principal 
alconolic beverages, 

The following formulas are quite ‘Interest- 
ing: Pineapple—Chloroform, aldehyde, buty- 
ratic, ethyle, butyratic amyle, ycerine and 
alechol. Melon—Aldehyie, ormiate of 
ethyle,butyratic ethyie, valeric ethyle,sebacic 
ethyle, xlycerine and alcohol. Strawberry— 
Nitric ether, acetate of ethyle, tormiate of 
ethyle, butyratic ethyle salicylate of 
methyle, acetate of amyle, 
glycerine and alcohol.

PRICES PAID FOR YOUNGSTERS COMPARED 
WITH THE MONEY THEY WIN. 
The American owner who follows the plan 


of buying high- pricea yearlings would have 


no better luck in the American racing game, 
in which only the fittest survive, than the 
American bettor who indis¢riminately backs 
the favorites, nearly two-thirds of which are 
bowled over yearly. Race horses come from 
everywhere, winners are of all shapes and 
sizes, and there are more than enough high- 
priced, well-bred counterfeits to go around. 
The buyer like Eugene Leigh, who purchases 
many yearlings at miscellaneous prices and 
weeds them out after careful trials, has more 
success than your Foxhall Keenes, Mike 
Dwyers and Charles Flelschmans, who buy 
race horses with the gilt of performance on 
them or richly bred yearlings who are exnect- 
ed torace because their brothers or sisters did. 
Some of the greatest of American race horses 


last season were cheaply sold as yearlings. 
Tammany cost Marcus Daly $8,400 and won 
$29,726 In 1891 and $72,410 last season, He is 
a Belle Meade product. So was Helen 
Nichols, who cost Jonn McCafferty $1,009 and 
won $20,475 for him. 8st. Florian was bought 
by ‘‘Lottery Magnate’’ Morris at August 
Belmont’s sale for $6.600. There was never 
a faster, more unfortunate or better race 
horse in the country than the one-eyed son 
of St. Blaise, and Few Folle. He won $37,825 
in 1891 and $14,010 last season. Yorkville 
Belle, a Fairview star, cost Frank Ehret and 
Fred McLewee $1,200.

DON JUAN VALERA. 


In Disfavor With the Pope for Immoral 
Writings. 

New YorK, Jan, 7.—Don Juan Valera, the 
Spanish diplomat and’ novelist, whom the 
Pope has declined to receive as the en- 
voy of Spain at the Vatfan be- 
cause of the immorality of his writ- 
ings, is known socially in this 
country as well as through his books. He 
was the Minister of Spain to the United 
States from the beginning of 1883 until a few 
years ago, and a nephew of his is now con- 
nected with the Spanish Consulate in this 


city. Although he bas served his country as 
a member of the Government at home as 
well as its representative abroad, he has 
found time to write novels which have made 
him a member of the Spanish Academy, one 
of the forty immortals of Spain.

of the various courts and such other matters as may 
be proper. 

of Art. 11 of the Constitution of Missouri 

and sec. 8,049 of Revised Statutes of 1889, enacted 
in pursuance thereof, provide that **the clear pro- 
eceds of all penalties and forfeitures and of ali fines 
collected in the several counties for any breach of 
the penai or military laws of the State, and all 
moneys which shall be paid by persons as an equiva- 
lent for exemption from military duty, shall belong 
to and be securely invested and sacredly preserved’’ 
as 4 part of the public school fund. 

With this provision in mind and for the pMirpose of 
carrying out the spirit and purpose of the above 

uoted resolution. we, Gist Blair, President of the 

soard of Public Scheols, in the capacity as its exec- 
utive nead, and Charles B. Stark as the oficial 
attorney of that body, called upon you on yestersday 
for a conference on this subject. 

Une of the points covered by the aforesaid resolu- 
ion is that fur many years past the School Board 
has failed to receive any moneys whatever derived 
from bail bones forfeited in the Criminal Court, 
and we realize that this has occurred because of 
the failure to prosecute said bonds to final 
judgment. Under the law, as above quoted, all sums 
derived from forfeited bail bonds in the Criwinal 
Court of this city become a part of the Public School 
Fund and belong tothe Board of Public Schools as 
the body having charge ofthe administration of the 
Public School interests of this city. 

At the interview on yesterday, you agreed with us 
upon your assuming the official duties of Circuit 
Attorney, that the attorney of the School Board 
should be associated with you in the prosecution to 
final judgement of ail bail bonds declared by the 
Criminal Court to be forfeited, and that his associa- 


tion with you in such cases should em- 
brace not. only ball bonds which 
shall hereafter be deciared to be for- 


feited, but such as have heretofore been forfeited 
and have not as yet been prosecuted to final judg- 
ment, and that the said attorney of the board and 
yourself should appear before the Oriminal Court 
and express tothe Court the desire on the part of 
yourself and the Board of Public Schools that the 
Court should make an order requiring the Clerx to 
‘send an official communication to the board’gattor- 
ney advising him promptly of the forfeiting of bail 
bonds in all cases. ' 
’ Ip disctissing thelaws bearing upon these ques- 
tions, you expressed the opinion that the Circuit 
Attorney is given no power under thelawto com- 
—— forfeited bail bonds by receiving amounts 
essthan the full penalty thereof, and thatin case 
of forfeiture, if there isa liability onthe bond,a 
collection of the fullamount of the penalty should 
be enforced. Upon the collection ef moneys due 
upon forfeited bail ponds, the law gives tv the Cir- 
cuit Attorney acertain precentage thereof as fees 
for his services. We desireto be fully understood 
as saying to you thatthe undersigned Attotney of 
the Board of Public Schools does not expect to share 
with you any such fees. His compensation for what- 
ever services he shallrender in association with 
you in these matters being fuliy cov- 
ered by the salary paid to him by the 
Board of Public sScheols, At the interview heid 
yesterday at your office at the Four Courjs at which 
wearrived atthe agreement set forth in this letter 
and in pursuance of your suggestion to exchange 
letters contaiulng the same, Aou met us in tull 
accord with the spirit of the resolution of the 
School board under which we are acting, and we 
take pleasurein recognizing the many suggestions 
mace by youto perfect and complete the pian for 
securing money from forfeited bouds which we had 
in view when we called, In the above agreement 
we havecovered these suggestions of yours as well 
as the suggestions which we made to you andto 
which you assented.

NATIONAL REGULATIONS DISCUSSED IN 
THE SENATE. 


One Million Dollars Appropriated for the 
Vork—No Vote Reached on the Bill 
or Its Amendments-—Opinion General 
That the Guarding Against Pest Is a 
National Duty. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 7.—The two days 
assigned fog the consideration of the bills as 
to quarantine and as to suspending immi- 
gration have proved to be tooshort a time 
for the disposal of even the firstof these 
measures and the special order has been ex- 
tended soasto include Monday next, after 
which, if the measures be not then dis- 
posed of, the anti-option bill will 
in all probability displace them. A 
vote might have been reached on the 
quarantine bill to-day had not Mr. White

This wag not. accomplished 
entirely by an advance in the 1 of the con- 
testants, nor by the growth of the colleges, . 
which permitted of a wider flelad to choose 
from. It was mainly brought about by train- 
ing. At first training meant merely practice, 

‘he Bont crews train ed by putting in all their 
spare time rowing; 
played foot ball whenever they ha 
portunity, and the base ball men devoted 
their leisure to batting, throwing and catch- 


ing the ball. 

As emulation w more active, the next 
step was to put the players through a mod- 
erate course of calisthenics, the idea being to 
increase the lung power and to make the men 
strong in thuse parts where they were for- 
merly weak. Those whohad charge of the 
training early recognized the fact that some- 
thing else besides local treatment jvas 
necessary in order to bring outa man’s tull 
efficiency In any special oranch of athietics, 
‘ihe present system of training is a develop- 
ment of the idea. On the hypothesis that, 
since the increase of preparatory work has 
resulted in better teams in the past, a similar 
increase should have a like result in the 
future, the captain ho piling on the work 
every year until none but the sturdiest con- 
stitutions and most indomitable wills can 
stand the strain. 

What a foot bail player, for instance, at 
Yale or Princeton is expected todo while in 
training is to confine himself toa particular 
diet;toabstain entirely from tobacco and 
liquor and other luxuries; to get up and zo 
to bed at a certain tima; to play foot ball 
every afternoon, except Sunday, from 2to 4; 
totake each day long runs; to put in oad 
moments inthe gymnasium, and to listen on 
frequent occasions in the evening to foot ball 
lectures by the coaches, This would be enough 


fightin discu-t. But this isnot all, In ad- 
dition the player is obliged to Keep up in his 
studies, and to take great risk of being se- 
rilously injured. 
During the pasttwo years we occasionally 
heard of a case of ‘‘over-training’’ of a team 
which has made a disappointing showing 
after a season of hard preparation and abste- 
mious living. Such cases will grow mwvre 
numerous inthe future. A foot ball player

On the other , 
hand, the preparation of the pugiilst de | 
pends altogether on the individual ideas, 
of the trainer, who, if he is a person 
of judgment, witil carefully determine 
just what sort of treatment his charge 
requires and act accordingly. While the 
change in the method of training college 
athiethes bas taken place rapidiy, there is a 
scarcely perceptibie differencein the man- 
ner of handling pugilists and other profes- 
sionals to-day trom that observed a genera- 
tion ago. When Sayers and Heenan trained 
for their great fight in 1860 they did about 
the same things that Corbettand Suilivan 
were required to do. The most notable dlf- 
ference was the fact that Heenan set for 
himself the task of rolling a heavy cannon 


ten miles. He also used to pound a sand- bag 
witha pair of large dumb-Dbelis. This was 
hard and exhausting work, and has been 
dispensed with by modern trainers. 

Corbett was slightiy overtrained for his 
fight at New Orleans. This fact was not ap- 
parent during the fight, for his opponent was 
suffering from an _ entirely different com- 
plaint. The whole world know what the 
two men did while in training forthe fight, 
the winner of which would become the pos- 
sessor of a fortune. Butthe world does not 
know what the college man will endure and 
does endure for a precarious and in many 
cases fancied glory.

THE ONE-MINUT2 CYCLE 


Possibilities Suggested by the Invention 
of the Bicycle-Skate. 


The recent invention by a Brooklyn lad of 
a ‘‘bicycle-skate’’ has raisedthe question, 
**How fast 13 it possible for one man to pro- 
pel himseif through the aid of a mechanical 
contrivance?’’ The bicycle records made by 
Zimmerman and Johnson last summer were 
regarded as wonderful at the time, but they 
are insignificant when compared to the 


speed at which the bicycle-skate may be 
ridden, the difference is of cvuurse due to 
the greatly diminished frictiormas a result of 
traveling on ice instead of land. It was 
found that tlie friction was reduced to a 


| minimum, in fact, the only thing which pre- 


venteda still morerapid progress was the 
inability of the rider to keep up with the 
pedals. Riders of even the ordinary bicycle 
irequently complain of this;as the bicycle- 
skate coversa milein about twenty seconds 
less time, it will be seen that the pe lal must- 
revolve very fast. The fault can be corrected 
by proper gearing. When the gearing Is so 
arranved thatthe rider feels the resistance 
in pushing tiie pedals that he does in the or- 
dinary bicycle, itis Itmpossibletosay what 
phenomenal! records may be made. 

The bicycle skate consists of the ordinary 
safety, with a boot or a sKate attached tothe 
forward wheel. This boot Is similar to that 
which is attached to wagons when It Is de- 
sired to turn theminto sieighs, The pro- 
pelling power comes from the rear wheel, so 
that the only change made consists of re- 
moving or greatly lessening the friction of 
the forward wheel, If some means could be 
devised by which the friction from the rear 
wheel could also be done away with, we 
might have machines which could travela 
mile in a minute or less.

house threatened to collapse. There was 
neither natural nor illuminating gas inthe 
house, ani it is suppored that the gas leaked 
into the cellar from one of the large mains on 
the street.

The neighborhood was shaken by the ter- 
ritic explosion and the few persons on the 
streets saw the house totterior a moment, 
then the roof fell in, followed bythe right 
wall.

Protestent Clergymen Tender the Re- 
instated Priest a Reception. 


TEXT OF AN INVITATION SENT OUT BY 
REV. L K. FUNK. 


The Event to Ocour in Brooklyn on Jan. 10 
—Hostility of the Archbfshops Toward 
Mgr. Satolli Abandoned— Reported 
That Bishop Chatard Has Been Selected 
As Coadjutor of Archbishop Eenrick. 


New York, Jan. 7.—It has been nearly two 
weeks since Dr. McGlynn’s powers were re- 
stored to him and so far none of’ his old asso- 
ciates have thought It worth while to tender 
hima public reception. They all said that 
they would be glad to welcome him back, but 
so far the first formal congratulation comes 
from the Protestants. Dr. I. K. Funk has 
sent the following letter to several Protest- 
ant clergymen in New York and Brooklyn: 

No. 125 WASHINGTON PARK, 
BROOKLYN, dan. 8, 

DEAR StR—The Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn will 
spend the evening with me at my residence ou Tues- 
day, Jan. 10. Ishailinvite a number of i’rotestant 
clergymen and a few representative Prote.tant lay- 
men tocalland shake hands with Dr. McGlynn in 
recognition of his noble stand for the American pub- 
lic school system ana for the liveral Christian senti- 
ment that tends to a recognition of the brotherhood 
of ail who believe in Christ, whether they be 
Protestant or Catholic. However open to criticism 
incertain directions Dr. McGlynn may bein the 
judgment of some, as Protestants it seems to me 
we owe him something, much, for his splendid ex- 
hibition of courage, his ridelity to his conscientious 
convictions, his vindicasion of the right of the 
American Catholic to discharge his duties of citizen- 
ship without foreign interference, and his aggres- 
sive belief inthe patriotic sentiment, **‘America for 
American institutions.”’ Heds doing much to break 
down the barriers . hat divide Christians. burely his 
manly spirit, his battle and his work deserve ai ieast 
a **handshake’’ from Protestants. ‘ihe reception 
will be strictiy informal, lasting from 8 to 10 o’clock.

Gregg, Charles Hall, Henry M. Field, editor 
ofthe New York Fvangelist, the Rev. Aibert 
Lyman, pastor of the South Congregational 
Church tn Brooklyn, and other representa- 
tive clergymen. 

Dr. Funk said: ‘‘Dr. McGlynn has con- 
sented to be present and wilidine with me 
before the reception. ‘There will be no 
speeches by any one. It will bean entirely 
informal affair and will be forthe sole pur- 
pose of giving Protestant clergymen a chance 
to get acquainted witha man whose nubile 
stand in favor of the American public 
school they have so much admired. Not only 
that, but his attitude tnata Catholic ciergy- 
man ora Catholic layman hasa right to dis- 
charge his duty as a citizen without inter- 
ference from Rome has won the respect of 
persons outside his own communion, ‘The 
receptionisin no sense an indorsement of 
the single tax doctrines, and neither does it 
specially refer to his restoration to his 
priestly office.’’ 

The invitations Dr. Funk first sent out con- 
tained, through an error of the copyist, 
‘*aAmerica for ihe Americans,’’ where it 
should have been ‘*America for American 
institutions.’’ Dr. Funk called attention to 
this, and explained that he had no sympathy 
with the olu Know Nothing cry. 


THREATENED CLASH AVERTED. 


HOSTILE ATTITUDE OF THE ARCHBISHOPS TO- 
WARD MGR. SATOLLI ABANDONED. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.,Jan. 7.—-The threatened 
clash ofauthority between Mgr. Satolli, the 
Ablegate of the Pope, and the American 
Archbishops, has been averted. The differ- 
ence was due solely to a misunderstanding as 
to the purpose and scope of Mgr. 
Satolli’s mission, and the Archbishops 
were at first disposed to resent his 


coming, but have since then evinced a 
greater willingness to uphold hin in 
his difficult position, Archbishop Ryan, 
who entertained Mgr. Satolli during his 
visit to the Philadelphia archdiocese, was 
asked if it was true that the Pope’s repre- 
éentative had been treated at any time with 
discourtesy since he reached these shores. 

‘*fThe American archbishops,’*’ he said 
**have never shown the ‘slightest disrespec 
to Mgr. Satolli, the papal Ablegate. I know 
positively that Archbishop Corrigan and a 
number of his priests were Epreree to re- 
ceive him on his arrivalin New York, when 
the Archbishop was informed that he was to 
be received another delegation on a 
United States steamer and to be the guest of 
the Government. Archbishop Corrizxan was 
not informed when and where the reception 
was to take place, but he afterward enter- 
tained the Abilegate with his usual hospi- 
tality at hisown home,’’. ; 

The Archbishop was asked if there was any 
truth inthe report that the Pope had been 
requested, as reported, to recall his dele- 
gate,

The recent action of the Pope, which Arch- 
bishop Ryan refers to, has not yet been made 
public, but it is thought to be a direct state- 
ment that Mer. Satollil was not sent over in 
any way to emDarrass or pass sentence upon 
Archbishop Corrigan. Neither was he to ex- 
press favorable or unfavorable opinions in 
public of Archbishop Lreland’s schooi views 
until the whole school question was settled. 
If this is true and itcomes from an authori- 
tative source, then the alleged reports of the 
Ablegate’s utterances on both subjects are 
untrue andthe Catholics of the Northwest 
have both misjudged and prejudiced him. It 
is worthy of remark that Mgr. Satolli has no 
oficial duty to perform in ‘Philadeiphia and 
that the church here consequently looks 
upon himand his mission in a wholly un- 
prejudiced light.

SIX DEEDS OF TRUST

Hamilton Daughaday Files Documents 
to Secure His Creditors. 


HE GIVES LIENS ON ALL GOODS IN HIS 
THREE STORES 


This Action Will Prevent Further Sum- 
mary Proceedings, But the Clifton 
Attachment Will Have Prior Claim— 
The Creditors Named in the Deed In- 
clude Many Leading St. Louis Firms. 


An important sequel to the attachment 
suits flied Friday against the Hamilton- 
Daughaday syndicate of stores in this State 
developed late yesterday afternoon in the 
filing of six deeds of trust by Mr. Daughaday 
in the Recorder of Deeds’ office. 

Mr. Daughaday, who was the leading mem- 
ber of the late firmof Brown, Daughaday & 
Co, of this city and also of stores at Moberly, 
Mexico and LebDanon, Mo., took a place in 
the St. Louls firm at the time of the fallure of 
Dodd, Brown & Co. asthe representative, it 
was afterward alleged, of H. B. Clafiin & Co. 
of New York, who were the chief creditors of 
the old firm. 

The attachment suits which were filed Fri- 
day were sfled out by Claflin & Uo. and 
aggregated $25,000. Levies were made under 
them on Mr. Daughaday’s interests in this 
city and also In the above-named cities in the 
State where the branch stores are located. 
ur. Daughaday was alsoan active partner in 
the Holmes Dry Goods Co. of Fort Smith, 
Ark., which failed on Dec. 3 last. 

According to Mr. Nathan Frank, who rep- 
resents Yessrs. Claflin &Co. in the attach- 
ment suits, it was this failure which precip!- 
tated the attachments, as it was known that 
the other Daughaday houses were more 
or less involved. Mr. Daughaday, 
in an interview published in 
yesterday’s Post-DIsPaTcH, stated that 
these suits would be contested as there 
were no grounds for their institution exc-pt 
the failure of several houses over the country 
to pay their notes whenthey fell due. He 
claimed they were premature, and that no 
assignments would follow them. 

OBJECT OF THE DEEDS, 

It was evidently_to prevent further 
attachments and certain 
creditors that the deeds of 
trust mentioned above was filed yesterday 
afternoon in this city. They will, of course, 
under the law, also haveto be filed and re- 
corded In the counties where the other 
stores are located if this has not already 
been done. 

There are three first and three second 
deeds oftrust. The firstare madeto secure 
Guilford W. Henry of this city and the 
banks at Lebanon, Moberly and Mexico. 

In Lebanon the name of the Daughady 
house is W. D. Noel & Co., and the deed on 
all the goods, wares, merchandise and fix- 
tures there is given to secure Mr. Henry fora 
note of $8,000and the Baak of sebanon for 
one of $4,000. 

At Moberly the style of the firm is A. 8. 
Maso & Co, and the deed secures Henry for 
$5,500 and the First National Bank tor $2,500. 

L. O. Gore & Co, is the firm name at exico 
and the deed secures Henry for $4,000 and the 
savings Bank of Mexico for $2,500. ‘hese are 
the first mortgages. 

The second three are intended to secure all 
the minor Ccrevitors of these respective 
firms. James P, Dawson is ma te the trustee 
in each, and thecreditors, who range from 
thirty to forty in each, embrace nearly every 
well-known house in St. Louis dealin in the 
general line of supplies which‘go to make up 
the stock ofa general dry goods, notions,

‘Then Mr. Cleveland Will Liegally Be the 
‘President-Elect—A Long Series of An- 
ticipated Formalities Unfamiliar to 
Many Citizens—The Mail Service Not 
Trusted With Certificates of Votes. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 7.~—On Monday next, the 


th, the Electoral Colleges will.convene in 
-. forty-four States ofthe Union and cast their 


ballots for President and Vice-President. 

The constitution provides that ‘‘each State 
shall appoint, in such manne? as the Legis- 
lature thereof may direct, a number of elec- 
tors, equalto the whole number of Senators 
and Representatives to which each State may 
be entified in Congress; but no Senator or 
Representative, or person holding an office of 
trust or profit under the United States shall 
be appointed an elector. The Congress may 
determine the time of chusing (sic) the elec- 
tors, and the day on which they shall give 
their votes; which day shali be the same 
throughout the United States.’’ 

Only the barest outline instructions are 
conveyed inthe constitution; the more mi- 
nute particulars are supplied by the organic 
law under the acts of 1792, 1804 and 1887. Ac- 
cording to these laws the Governor of each 
State is required, as soon as practicable after 
the result of the presidential. election in his 


' State Ils ascertained, to sendtothe Secretary 
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of Statein Washington a certificate setting 
forth the names of the chosen electors and 
the number of votes cast for them, and also 
to deliverto them triple copies} under the 
great seal ofthe State, of a similar certifi- 
cate. The certificates sent by the Governors 
tothe State Department are now being filed 
in the Government archivesthere. This be- 
ing done, the duly chosen electors of each 
State, obeying the mandate of the law, will 
meet on Monday next, the second Monday of 
the month, to cast their votes. In most 
cases they will assemble at their State capl- 
tals. Each electoral college will proceed in 
the briefest manner to vote for President and 
Vice-President, and to draw up written 
statements in triplicate of the result of their 
voting. 

Two of these statements of votes cast, ac- 
companied by copies of the triple certificate 
of their election, they will transmit tothe 
Vice-President at Washington—one by the 
hands of a true and trusty messenger ap- 
pointed by a majority of the college and the 
other by mall, and the third they will deposit 
for safe-keeping with the judge of the dis- 
trict in which the college is assembled, asa 
precaution in case any accident should befall 
the other two copies. Should the Secretary 
of State in Washington fall to receive any 
certificate of votes cast from the Governor of 
any State he will dispatch a ‘‘special’? or 
ov... edthary messenger to procure the 
‘copy in the keeping of the district judge. 

The forty-fourtrue and trusty messengers 
who will bring the votesto Washington will 
receive for their trouble the sum of 25 cents 
per mile traveled one way by the ordinary 
route. The entire service will cost $12,000. 
Before the last electoral count the true and 
trusty messenger from Florida was missing, 
and upon notification by the President pro 
tem. of the Senate Secretary Bayard dis- 
patches a *‘special’’ messenger to bring up 
the missing budget from the District Judge 
at Tallahassee. The messenger who will 
bring the votes from Olympia, Wash., will 
get the sum of $1,000 as milerge; the one from 
Portiand, Ore., will get $980; the one from 
San Francisco $800; the one from Austin, 
Tex., $420;the one from Tallahassee, Fla., 
$276, and the one from Augusta, Me., $158. A

Next, according to prece- 
dent, Vice-President Morton will request 
that the tellers, having first ascertained tnat 
the certificates of votes arein due forni and 
properly authenticated, will omit, in read- 
ing, the Executive certificates ofthe ascer- 
tainment of the electors chosen and the pre 
liminary formal statement of the proceedings 
of the Electoral Colleges, and willsitmply an- 
nounce the result and the number of votes of 
the States unless there should be a demand 
for a full reading. 

Thereupon the tellers, alternating among 
themselves for their own convenience, will 
read the _ certificate from California, 
Colorada, Connecticut, and so on down the 
list to Wyoming. Should objection be made 
to any of the votes, as there is apt to be 
touching certain votes of California, Kansas, 
Michigan, Ohio and Oregon, the two Houses 
will separate and consider the objections in 
order, and then return and report their find: 
ings. Incase more than one certificate, or 
paper purporting to be such, is received from 
any one State, allof them wHI be handed to 
the tellers, who wlll read only that one which 
is authenticated by the signatures of the 
electors, certified to by the Governor of the 
State over its great seal, as may appear from 
the copy of the certificate transmitted by the 
Secretary of State to Congress. 

The certificates from the States having 
been opened and read, the tellers will report 
the result to Vice-President \iorton, who will 
read their report, embracing the number of 
electoral votes towhich each State is en- 
titled, the respective electoral votes cast for 
President and Vice-President, together with 
the total of votes received by the candidates 
of each party. Then inconclusion, he will 
deduce from those figures the announcement 
that Grover Cleveland of New York is elected 
President of the United States and tiiat Adilal 
E. Stevenson of Iliinois is elected Vice- Pres!- 
dent of the United States, each for the term 
beginning March 4, 1893, and will state that 
this announcement is by law a sufficient 
deciaration of the fact, which with the list of 
votes shall be entered on the journals of the 
Senate and Hlouse.

WHAT METEORS ARE MADE OF. 


Analysis of One: fthe Largest Meteorites 
Which Have Struck the Earth. 


An analysis has just been made of one of 
the three largest meteorites that have hit the 
United states. This analysis will prove of 
interest in view of the recent comet and 
meteor scare. litisfair to assume that the 
majority of the meteorsin the so-called No- 
vember meteoric orbit are composed of the 
same material of whichthis one, consists. 
In facta singular sameness in make-up has 
been found to existin all the meteors which 
have been analyzed. The formula is as fol 
lows:

Only a portion of the crust was used in the 
analysis, which oy go for the discrepancy 
in the total. The meteorite was found in 
November, 1887, by one Jacob Snyder, about 
afoot below the ground, while digging to 
plant an — tree near his house, five miles 
to the southeast of Gettysburg. Mr. Snyder 
and his neighbors Jumped to the conclusion 
that there was an iron mine on the farm, and 
his property rose tremendously In value. Had 
he been any kind of a scientist he could easily 
have determined the nature of his find and 
then have exploited the value of his mine 
sold his property for a big sum and cleared 
out pending the mining arrangements. As it 
was the true character ofthe meteorite was 
not discovered until 1891. 

Its three largest dimensions are ll, 24 and 
332 inches and it weighs 847 pounds. An ef- 
fort was made to buy it by the National Mu- 
seum, but as Mr. Snyder placed the price 
very high it was eventually bought by Ar. 
Edwin E. Howell, who hasa leaning toward 
meteorites.

EXPERIMENT BEING MADE BY FATHER 
TUOHY AT THE CHURCH OF ST. PAUL.

His Congregation Render Hymns and 
Psalms the Same as Is Done in Protes- 
tant Ohurches—Archbishop " Ireland 
Indorses Congregational Singing in 
Catbolic Churches~-How It Works. 


The past year has witnessed a re- 
markable number of changésin the hereto- 
fore . conservative policy of the Catholic 
Church, and the liberals are hard pressing 
the reactjonists. The contest has been 
fought on vital issues, such as education, but 
the drift has extended evento the minor 
features ofchurch worship for one of the 
most significant consequences of the 
movement has been the introduction 
of congregational singing. This salient 
element of Protestant worship has long been 
advocated by leading priests of the Catholic 
Church, but many prelates who are wedded 
to the old ways opposed the innovation 
through a fearthatthe practice savored too 
much of Protestantism. But the conserva- 
tives have relented a great deal in recent 
years. 

It may not be generally known that St. Louls 
hasa Catholic Church in which congrega- 
tional singing prevails, the Church of St. 
Paul the Apostle, Pendleton and Finney ave- 
nues, Rev. Fr. Touhey, pastor. 

One of the essential differences between 
the Protestant and Catholic forms of worship 
is the part taken by the people. In the 
Protestant ceremonial or service the great 
body of the worshippers raise their 
voices in songs arranged in the _ ver- 
nacular, while in the Catholic 
ritual, latin is the accepted tongue, and only 
the priest, the acolytes, and the choir sing- 
ers recite it; the people have their prayer 
books‘with the equivalent of the Latin 
prayers given in English, but they donot 
take partinthe services in the sense that 
they make the responses, to the priest in 
chorus. They are thus left to rely on their 
devotion and zeal for the power to abstract 
their minds from all things worldly and con- 
centrate their thouchts on things spiritual. 

TAKE KINDLY TO IT. 

Fr. Tuohy became a convert to congrega- 
tfonal singing last February and introduced 
the practice {into his church. The members 
of the congregation have been taught to sing 
hymns and psalms in English at the vesper 
service, the Lenten exercises, festival days 
and special occasions. The people have 
taken very kindly to the custom an‘4 Fr. 
Tuohy says that he intends to make 
congregational singing a permanent 
part of his religious programme, ie | 
call the congregational singing exercises 
at my church services of praise and song,’’ 
said ¥r. Tuohy, yesterday. ‘‘The people 


sing English hymns at the modified vesper 
service which we have, at tse Lenten exer- 
cises, and on special feast days. They have 
not learned to sing the responses to the mass 
asyet. The ploneer in the work of intro- 
ducing congregational singing is Rev. Fr. 
Alfred Young, a priest of the congregation of 
St. Paul the Apostle, of New York 
city. Fr. Young a 
from Episcopallanism, and 
for inany years urged the merits of congre- 
gational song, so strikingly illustrated in the 
service of the Episcopal Church. He has 
compiled a Catholic hymnal containing in 
English the hymns for the occasions, for 
Advent, Christmas-tide, Lent, Easter and 
the holy days of the year. He has also trans- 
lated and set to music the Vesper psalms and 
and chants, the office of compline, the 
litany of the Blessed Virgin, the litany of the 
saints, the hymns for the benediction of the 
blessed sacraments, the Te Deum 
and other’ sacred songs, He ig en- 
gaxed inarranging several psalms from the 
psaiter, according to the Gregorian chant, 
for the full vesper service. This isa very 
difficult task, for the Gregorian chant, which 
sults the Latin exactiy, on account of the 
genius of that language, is difficult to apply 
to English words. For instance the rules of 
the chant are against the use of mono- 
syllabic words, and such words, in Latin, 
are run together or are excluded. This 
could not. be done in English because 
many of the important words are 
monosyllabic, aud could not be 
dropped, or joined to other words. Asan 
example, the -words God and Lord, which 
recur so often inthepsaims, and are very 
convenient two and three syllable words in 
Latin, could not be dropped in English. This 
is an instance of the trouble which Fr. Young 
has in concillating the genius of the English 
languayve ana the Gregorian chant. When 
he finishes his work, I propose touse his 
translated hymns in the fuil vesper services 
in my church. 

INDORSED BY IRELAND. 

**Archbishop Ireland,in discussing methods 
of worship, said a short time ago: ‘The 
nave and chancel must be brought into 
closer connection.’ I see but one way in 
which it can be brought about and that ts by 
congregational singing. There is great 
reason for the Archbishop’s remark. Little 
by little the congregation as a body was cut 
off from all exterior participation in the 
services, until now-a-days they are 
merely spectators of what is going 
on at the altar. The cause of 
the trouble is. tne modern choir which has 
graduaily usurped ail the functions of the 
congregation in the services and leaves them 
as mere on-lookers. This could be tolerated 
if the proper spirit were observed, but the 
modern choir has been touched witha taint 
of wordliness. The music which comes from 
the choir loft does not aid the congregation 
to contemplate the mysteryat the altar; it 
rather treats it ina subjective manner and 
becomes a distraction. What we want now 
is a return tothe severer, simpler and more 
devotional forms of the ancient church. That 
is what | am looking to by having the congre- 
gation sing at the services. Of course 
it is an innovation and men who make in- 
novations are bound to meet with both criti- 
cism and ridicule, butlam content to bear 
both for awhile ifI can make my plana 
success. 

**I do not as a rule take kindly to any new 
features in church services. When it turns out 
an assured successI am quite sure all will 
adopt it.’’

A GREAT NOVELTY. 

An incident which happened in Fr. Tuohy’s 
church on a recent Sunday evening puts the 
novelty of congregational singing in a strong 
light. A Catholic, lax as to his habits of 
church going,and who had never been to the 
Church of St. Paul the Apostle, was mildly 
dragged by his faithful wife toan evening 
service at Fr. Tuohy’s Church. When the 
first hymn was sung, he was dumfounded 
at hearing not Latin, but English words of 
praise, issuing from the throats of ali the 
worshipers. ‘ibe stranger thought that his 
wife had, by mistake, guided him to some 
non-Catholic Oburch, may be, he thought, to 
some Episcopalian (burch, with an advanced 
ritual. But his wife set nim right when she 
told bim about the new practice of congrega- 
tional singing in Catholic Churches. 

The Catholic advocates of congregational 
Singing contend that it is the perfection of 
worship aimed at by the church which has 
imposed the obligation of worship in com- 
mon that the faithful might pray together 
that is¢ that they might unite in praising God 
with a common ceremonial and a common 
utterance. The church accommodates her- 
self to circumstances, !t is said, when she 
permits an. alta 
a choir to sing th esponse = 
a choir to sin e re sata high mass; 
but, it is said, if the divine idea ofa blic 
religious Pp could Ye. fectly realized, 
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special power of attraction which at once 
makes any religious meeting a popular ser- 
vice. Thetime may s00n come whenat. the 
services in Catholic churches the people will 
sing in English-the hymns which the priest 
chants in Latin. This would be a great 
change, but a very long step has been taken 
in that direction. 


GROTESQUE PAQUERETTE. 


A Young Woman Who Amuases by Her 
fbility to Ee Hideous. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 
New YorkK,. Jan. 5.—The way in which 
Paquerette, the new French concert-hall 
singer at Tony Pastor’s, makes herself pleas- 
ingis anentirely different way than that 
adopted by any of her prececessors in this 
ctty. Most women performers entertain by 
being fascinating, vivacious or. good-look- 
ing, but Paquerette depends entirely upon 
her grotesqueness and her general hide 


ousness. Ic is not meant that the young 
woman Is hideous off the stage, but that she 
makes herself so in her get-up. She Is 
blessed, considering the exigencies of her 
speciaity, witha wonderful figure. Her legs 
arelong and lean, being very little bigger 
around at the calves than at the ankles. Her 
arms are similarly constructed, and terml- 
nate at the lower ends in colossal hands, the 
abnormal hugeness of which is ageravated 
by white cloth gloves about two sizes too 
large. Her body isasthin as arailevery- 
where and she can beatany portion of it 
vigorously with her fists apparently without 
effort. To demonstrate the thinness of her 
trunk and the length of her arms, 
it is but mecessary to say that she 
can wind the latter about the 
former twice as often as you or any other 
normally constructed person can, and when 
she does this she gives ope the sfartling im- 
pression that she is about tu lift herself off 
the stage. Her face, in repose, and when 
not smeared with paint, isquite good loox- 
ing, andin her street costume she Is a fash- 
ionably attifed, attractive yodng woman, 
with dark hair. But, on the staze, her face 
is not suffered to get much repose. Her 
mouth sessesthe pecuilar ability of being 
able to locate itself on various portions of her 
countenance, and to turn itself eitner hori! 

zontally or perpendfcularly. Her eyes are 
also extremely versabie, the balls thereof 
admitting of being directed inward behind 
the bridge of the nose until nothing but the 
whites remain exposed tv view. Her cheeks 
s..@ paints a brilliant scarlet, likewise the 
inner part of the nostrils. She wearsa wig 
of long, straight red hair. 

Imagine sucha person clad in pink tights, 
and wearing a dirty calico garment cut 
Mother Hubbard fashion, which reaches just 
above the knees On her head Is a high- 
crowned hat witha visor in front. Thus at- 
tired, and carrying a trombone, Pagquerette 
struts on the stage in long, loose-j.inted 
stridesand gives you her first caricature, 
that of a French provincial band player, The 
words to che song are of course French, but 
that makes not the slightest difference to her 
American-speaking audiences. Her panto- 
mime is an excellent substitute for words, 

She sings quite rapidiy, pronouncing the 
words distinctly, and whenever there is the 
slightest pause she employs it by grimacing 
or bDiowing a few genuine but dispiriting 
sounds on the trombone. Between the verses 
she places the trombone to her lips and walks 
avout the stage. The effect is one which is 
not often arrived at by women, It is truly 
comical. 

In another song, descriptive of a French 
rural dame who was visited Paris, she is if 
possible even more :udicrous. She appears ip 
a slightly longer garment, wearsa most un- 
coutu hat trimmed with green, and carries 
an umbrella of bright colors and a duck’s 
head handle. In this sketeli she makes con- 
siderable use of her gifts as a facial contor- 
tionist. Itis fot until her delineation of a 
bailet dancer is reached, however, that these 
gifts are fully appreciated. Her remarkable 
leanness 15 emphasized by a fluffy 
ballet skirt, and by an exposure ,of 
tie full length of the arm. Thus 
attired, she trips on the stage and goes 
through the various antics of the prenvere 
danseuse, giving to eavh a most clever, com- 
icalclimax. All the while she Keeps her eve- 
balls rolling about and her mouth twisting 
up and down and sidewise, and ends by 
hugwsing herarms several times about her 
body and walking off the stage with her back 
turned to the audience. 

Avery notable thing about Paquerette’s 
performance is that it does not contain even 
a suggestion-of indelicacy. It ts artistic 
throughout. Paquerette Is quite young, and 
is accompanied to this country by her father 
and mother.

THE ROSE MARKET. 


Flowers Shipped to St. Louis From East- 


ern Hot-Houses. 

It is estimated that there were no less than 
$10,000 worth of cut roses shipped into St. 
Louis in the last two weeks. One Olive street 
florist alone claims to have ordered $1,500 
worth for the holidays. These were all 
shipped from three points, New York, Phila- 
delphia and Cincinnati, though about two- 
thirds of them came from New York. The 
largest rose hot-housesin the country are 
situated just outside of New York, there be- 
ing one of them which covers 100,000 square 
feet of ground. 

During the entire winter season fully two- 
thirds ofall the roses sold inthis city are 
grown inthe Kast. This is not due entirely 
tothe fact, as might be supposed, that the 
better and ricber varieties cannot be grown 
as well here as in the East, but largely to the 
different methods prevailing in the two sec 
tions. 

Around New York City there are numbers 
of florists who grow nothing but roses. They 
all have contracts asa general thing with 
one or more commission men to take all they 
grow, and these commission men selland 
ship to the retalliers. 

In and around St. Louis the great majority 
of growers are also retailers—they 
ao not confine themselves to growing 
roses only—but fill their hot-houses 
with carnations, palms and other 
plints for which there is any demand, The 
consequence is that during the season the 
demand for roses isso great that the home- 
growers cannot supply it, and for that 
reason orders are freely given and filled in 
the East, 

‘i here are only two florists in the vicinity of 
St. Louls who make a specialty of growing 
roses. Oneof them has Dut a small plant, 
while the other is quite extensive, covering 
some 13,000 square feet. 

Every rose grown by these parties finds a 
ready sale in the city, and commands a 
higher price than that paid fora similar one 
not grown in the vicinity. 

The reason is obvious, because the home- 
grown rose is asrichin every respect and Is 
naturally fresher when put on the market 
than the foreign one. 

‘Lhe most expensive rose ON the market fs 
the American Beauty, Which is larger in 
size than the ordinary rose anda — red in 
color. ‘hey bring at this season @nywhere 
from $12 to $24 per dozen, according to quall- 
ty, freshness, demand, etc. 

The Gen. Jacqueminot, Which are a _brill- 
iant red, will bring about $5, and the James 
Frances Bennett, $3 perdozen. 3 

The Duchess of Albany, Gark pink, $2.50; 
La France, light pink, $1.50 to $2; Perles des 
Jardins, yellow, $150 to $2; Souvenir de 
Woosten, red, $2. The foliowing will aver- 
ave about $3 per dozen: Catharine ).ermet, 
light pink; Mme. de Wattevilie, pink and 
cream; Mme, Cusin, dark pink; bridemaid, 
dark pink; bride, white; Mme, Hoste, light 
yeliow, and meteors, dark red. There isa 
sprout from the american Beauty which has 
been grown recently in Philadelphia ,which 
bids fair to become very POpular next sea- 
son. It has been christened the American 
Belle, andis very similar to the American 
Beauty, except that it Is lighter in color.

A PLAN TO GIVE GOOD MUSIC FOR THE 
MASSES. 


Concerts Will Be Given by Members of the 
Choral-Symphony Orehestra— Views of 
N. O. Neison, Director Otten, Mr. Boll- 
man and Manager Gaiennie—Opening 
Concert in February. 


Music lovers of St. Louils—and some recent 
events have proved that they are no longer 
an insignificant body—have a rich treatin 
store for them. Arrangements have been 
almost completed whereby the musi- 
clans composing the Choral-Sym- 
phony orchestra will give on Sunday 
afternoon in Grand Music Hall 
a series of popular concerts of a refined and 
elevating character for an admission fee of 
25 cents. 

The matter, like a great many other move- 
ments of public benefit, originated through 
the ‘*People’s Forum’’ of the Post-DISPaTCH. 
A plea therein to Mr. Otten, some time ago, 
for good music for the masses evoked several 
communications of a like. character and 
showed a general desire among the com- 
munity for something of the sort. The 
director of the Choral Symphony Society, 
who is intensely alive to the interest of the 
music lovers of the city, proved very 
responsive to the pleas and gave the 
matter enthusiastic consideration. The 
matter was placed before the musi- 
cians of the Symphony Orchestra and 
has reached such a stage now that 
it no longer exists in a speculative sense, but 
is an assured reality. 

Regarding the communications anent the 
matter which have reached this office here 
is one from Mr. N. O. Nelson, a philanthrop- 
ist of the essentially practicaltype who dis- 
cusses the subject with vigor and clearness. 

N. O. NELSON ON SUNDAT CONCERTS. 

Imove that Director Otten= be requested to give 
classical concertsin Music Hall on Sunday after- 
noons at 25 cents admission, noreserved seats. Let 
it be the bestclass of music, so cheap thatali can 
afford it, and let the musicians depend on their good 
work tofdraw a paying audience. 

That a ~undav afternoon musical programme ofa 
high order in Musicai Hall would be popular there is 
no doubt. That it would be a formidable competitor 
to the low musi¢é halis where harmony is murdered 
an@ taste lowered, and tothe communplace gardens 
and halis, iscertain. Itisa mistake to suppose that 
afull house willnot bedrawa by a programme of 
hign grade orchestral and vocal numbers. To thou- 
sands such an attraction woulda be a refined pleasure 
and moral satimulant. Coming from the prose oi dingy 
workshops and kitchens,or from the jingle ot dicker 
and the dead monotony of professional wofk, what 
au atmosphere of poetry and idealism is there in 
sweet music, But wouldit shock the religious sen- 
timent—the church sentiment? I believe not. 
Even those who beileve that Sunday should be used 
only for meditation and worship are liberal enouzh 
to allow forthe mass of mankind, who do not so 
spend their Sundays. They coucede thatfew per- 
sens would spend two houcs of Sunday afternoon, 
listening to rich and tranquil strains of dignified and 
weil-rendered music, without moral advantage. 

When it was propo-ed to open the Art Museum 
Sunday alternoons free, it was feared that some part 
of public sentiment would be offended. After years 
of consideration, it was opened, and the attendance 
has averaged over two handred a day throughout 
each season, There has never been a word o: pro- 
test. Whenthe Ethical Society, which econductsa 
service which is recoznized by orthodox people as 
moral, Dut not religidus, wished to rent Memorial 
Hall for sunday lectures, it was first refused on the 
ground o! church sentiment. Later, it was granted, 
and ne objection has ever been raised. ‘ihe people 
of St. Louis are Droad-minded, and will raise no ob- 
jection to rational and refining Sunday music. 

N. U. NELSON, 
DIRECTOR OTTEN ENTHUSIASTIC. 

When Mr. Nelson’s communica ion vas 
shown to Mr. Otten, he nodded approval and 
seeined toindorse the writer’s sentiments. 
‘‘T am gilad,’’ he said, ‘‘that the public’s 
side has received such able presentation, 
) hat he says of the matter asa public bene- 
fitis very true. Helooksat it from a citi- 
zen’s standpoint. I will be par- 
doned, perhaps, if I view it 
through a musiclan’s spectacles. From 
my point of view lseein such a movement 
immense opportunities tor good both to the 
players themselves and the people who have 
the pleasure of listening tothem, With me 
the ultimate object is to strive to obtain per- 
fection with the orchestra as a meansof 
interpreting the works of the master mausi- 
cians. As we mount upwards the Pam 
will ascend with us. Nowthe greatest difi- 
culty experienced in orchestral inter- 
pretation is lack of ‘ensemble.’ 
Balance is another word that would convey 
the idea. Having no permanent orchestra 
the men are unaccustomed to pearing to- 
getherandsomiss a proper and necessary 
concepiion of the relation oftheir individual 
part to the complete whole. There is not 
enough subordination of individuality and the 
consequence isaloss of smoothness an d fall- 
ure to produce proper effects. These Sunday 
concerts mean ever sO many More occasions 
that the men inust play together and a bene- 
ficialresult is Inevitable. Here isa gain for 
the musicians in which the musi- 
cal public share, for we have 
already a chorus trained up 
to give acorrect interpretation to the works 
of the great masters, and with an orchestra 
that has attained the same degree of rela- 
tive perfection, these masterpleces can, 
through the proportionate excellence of both 
orchestra and chorus, be given adequate in- 
terpretation. These are my reasons for wel- 
cominy Sunday concerts. sfor the public 
desir6 for them, itis natural, commendable 
and shows a healthy state of musical appre- 
clation, The love of music is inborn and so 
strong that they will forsake the bad for 
what is good. 1 have no doubts 
whatever about the success of the undertak- 
ing. ILhavetoo much falthin the people of 
St. Louis to think they will be at all backward 
in embracing such an opportanity for refined 
and elevating recrea-ion.’’ .

HOW TO BEHAVs WHEN sLAPPED. 


Mr. Wrrd McAllister Makes a Timely 
Announcement. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post-Disratcn. 

New YOrK, Jan. 5.—A recent deplorable in- 
cident has led to a discussion in the clubs as 
to the duties ofa gentleman who has been 
subjected to unbearable insult. On that oc- 
casion, it wil be remembered,one gentleman 
slapped the face of another, who replied with 
his umbrella, the result being a series of ap- 
pearances in a police court. 

Many men are undoubtedly desirous of 
learning what is the absolutely correct thing 
to doin such a case. Mr. Ward McAllister 
consented, after some hesitation, to define 
the attitude of himself and other male per- 


sons of frreproachable fashion. His state- 
ment, shorn of some verbal adornments, Is 
as follows: 

‘*‘The upshot of the discussion to which 
you refer is that the best authorities have 
decided that a gentleman who receives an 
insult either by word or bDiow should repel it 
atonce with his fist or some appropriate 
weapon. Some high authorities recommend 
the decanter, but others consider this too ef- 


hfective. The question of a weapon must de- 


pend largely upon the physical powers of the 
aggrieved person aad on the amount of 
provocation received. A consumptive gen 
tleman might be- justified In using a decanter 
inacase Where anathlete would certainly 
not. 

‘*It may now be laid down as the unwritten 
law governing these unpleasantnesses thata 
gentleman insulted, nut In the presence of 
ladies, should immediately engage in a per- 
sonal encounter. ‘this is a great change from 
the convention of the past generation. Twen- 
ty years agolt was properto pay no atten- 
tion to an insulting remark or even toa blow 
beyond remarking, ‘You shall hear from me 
later,’ or words to that effect. If the gentie- 
nan insulted felt thatthe aggressor was un 
worthy ofa cballenge he might follow him 
outside and lick him ina secluded and con: 
This was exactly the course 
followed by ' an eminent citizen whc was 
calied a cheat while playing at cards in the 
principal! club of this city.

TELEGRAPHING WITHOUT WIRES. 


Experiments Which Have Been Recently 
Made in Wales. 


Interesting experiments have recently been 
made under Mr, W. H. Preece with a view to 
electric communication between distant 
points without wire connection, namely, 
through atr, water or earth. Mr. Preece pro- 
posed to conduct experiments in three dif- 
‘Terent methods. First, by running a wire 
along the shore on light poles.for a distance 
of about a mile, and a second wire from 
stem to stern of the ship, the two 
acting upon each other inductively throug 
the intervening space; secondly, by sus- 
pending a short line over the side of the 
ship, so that it might dip into’the sea in 
the direction of the end of the shore line, 
to work by conduction through the sea; 
and, thirdly, by running out a light cable 
from the shore to the ship, terminating in 
a coil at the bottom of the sea, near tne siip, 
but not attached to it, while anotfer coll is 
Placed on board. These two coils are ex- 
pected to act inductively, and to give 
eames sound on telephon s by means of 
rapid aiternations. The experiments by the 
first methods have carried toa success- 
ful issue within the last few ae 
wire having been erected along the Welsh 
coast, commencing at Lavernock int,a 
little souta of Cardiff, and proceeding for a 
mile tn the direction of Lavernock House.

- A well-worn proverb insists thata reformed 
rake miakes the best husband. some people 
accept this as an axfom, others spurn it 
indignantly as a dibel.

SAM HOUSTON’S GUN. 


An Interesting Relic Found Thirty Years 
Ago by a War Fugitive. 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Jan. 7,—There is an 
interesting old relic of early war times now 
in the possession of Robert M. Dickerson, 
who lives near. Fayetteville, Ark. The relic 
now is nothing but the barrel of an old flint- 
lock gun, supposed to have belonged to Gen. 
Sam Houston, and which bears the date of 
1818. 

Its history, as told bythe brother of the 
man who found the gun, isof considerable 


iriterest. Mr. J. H. Van Hoose relates the 
history as: follows: 

In November, 1864, Henry H. Van Hoose, a 
private in Oo. B, 17th Arkansas Infantry, was 
captured near Fayetteville, Ark., by some 
Federal soliiers, and after being kept sev: 
eraldays in the guard-house, was started 
with other Confederate prisoners to the 
Alton (11!,) prison. He made his escape the 
second night out and traveled through the 
woods to the middle fork of White River, 
near its head waters, and concealed himself 
several weeks in the rocks in the Boston 
Mountains to prevent recapture, and while 
hiding inacave in avery secluded spot he 
found an old flint rock rifle in a 
crevice of the rocks; which, nodoubt, once 
belonged:.to Gen. Samuel Houston, but no 
one knows when nor by whom it was con- 
cealed there. Evidently it had lain there 
many years, asthe maple stock was nearly 
eaten up by the wood rats, but the barrel 
and mountines of silver and brass were all 
right. On a plate of silver apemume- the 
following engraving appears: 

Columbia fair, most favored Isle, 
Long may heaven upon you émile! 

Onthe lid of the tuilard box, which ts 
brass, appear these lines: 

Don’: lend me out nor let me rust, 
My brother would complaina, 

As he reposes in ine trust, 
Iam honored with his name, 

There is a silver plate embedded in the bar. 
rel between the breech and the hind sight on 
which is this engraving: 


JOHN BULL 
: FOR ° 
‘SAMUEL HOUSTON. ' 
3 1818.

BUT THE NEW BREWERIES THREATEN 
ONE OF $1 A BARREL 


They Are Not Bnd@avoring to Take “Any | 
of the Syndicate Breweries’ Customers 
_ rom Them at Present by Lower 
' “‘Priees, However—Chances That Lager 
Will Be Retailed Very Cheap. 


It fs ‘‘war to the dregs’’ between the syn- 
dicate and the anti-syndicate brewers and 
each side is maintaining the $ per barrel 
price, and each side asserting tliat their beer 
isthe only good beerandis the same beer 
that sold for $8 per Barre! before. 

Beer fs not sold in barrels, however, and is 
mostly delivered in ‘‘kegs,’’ which areonly 
@ quarter ofa barrel, and in haif barrels, 
and in ‘‘eighths.’’ The keg, price $1, is now, 
however, the favorite size with the saloon 
men, as it can be more easily lifted onto the 
frame or into the ice chest,and if they choose 
to have the modern beer pump Kegs are more 
easily connected than barrels. The basis of 
Calculation is of course the barrel, and 
charges are figured accordingly, be it for a 
half barrel, a quarter or keg, or an eighth. 

The war is now, however, mostly of words 
and the various interested parties are ex- 
plaining that they would not under any cir- 
cumstances descendto the methods of the 
other fellows and sink their self-respect in 
Buch mud and bad beer. 

The ‘‘Columbia’’ and ‘‘National’’ brewer- 
jes keeping pace with their American names, 
fall in with the ‘‘American’’ Brewery and

**The results of the Peary expedition justify 
all the anticipations that had been pinned to 
it. Apart from its worth In determining the 
insularity of Greenland—thereby settling a 
questicn which had disturbed the minds of 
geographers and statesmen for a period of 
three centuries, or since the days of Lord 
Burlielgh—it has forever removed that 
tract from a consideration of com- 
plicity in the main workings of 
the Great.Ice Axe. The iniand ice cap, 
which by many has been looked upon as the 
lingering ice of the Glacial Period, stretching 
far into the realm of the Pole itself, has been 
found to terminate throughout its enttre ex- 
tent at approximately the eighty-second 
parallel; beyond.this line follows a region of 
past glaciation—uncovered to-day and sup- 

orting an abundance of piant and animal 
te not different from that of the more 
favored regions southward. Overthis tract 
has mantfestly been effected that migration 
of organic forms from the west and to the 
west which has assimiiated the faunas and 
floras of Eastern “Greenland with those of 
other regions; indeed, man’s own migra- 
tions are probably bound up with this North- 
ern tract.’’

AMERICAN BORAX DESERTS. 


Picturesque Descriptions of Life in Death | 


Valley~The Camera in Fiction—a 
Physical Culture Novel. : 


John R. Shears, a newspaper writer, made 
an exploration last year of the borax deserts 
of the Pacific Coast, and he has put what he 
saw there intoa very readable book, pub- 
lished by Rana, McNally & Co. , which he calls. 
**‘Death Valley and Other Borax Deserts of 
the Pacific Coast.’’ Not only does the book 
describe in a most interesting way the borax 
mining that has made these stretches 
of hot sand and rock com, 
mercially famous, but he adds 
a number of picturesque sketches that give 
the reader a very good idea of the lite of men 
in tat part of this country—men, because 
there are no women. The house of the only 
woman who lived in Death Valley, brave 
enough to follow ner husband’s fortune 
there, is thus described:

The water of the spring ran down the hill and 
formed a pool in front of the house, and here a num- 
ber of ducksand chickens, with a pig and a big dog, 
formed a happy group, a group that rambled about 
inthe house as well as romped beside the water of 
the spring. A fewcattle grazed on the bunch-grass 
of the vailey thet stretched away before the house, 
gray and desolate. 


No wonder the women have kept away 
from there, though knowing there were men 
anxious towin and making money enough 
to give them everything that could be 
bought. Of the desert tramp, the author 
presents this study:

One may even find some sort

But here is a man—a type—whose sole desire is to 
wander off across anarid waste—seeking nothing, 
seeing nothing, doing nothing: spending his 
days and nights alone, wit no shel- 
fer or defense against inclem®nt weather 
er venomousr epti#tes, and no remuneration 
or reward beyond the bacon, thé beans and the flour 
which form his grub-stake. Sooner or later, 
through indecision or indolence, he is overcome by 
the heatorthe lack of water, he wanders off the 
the trail toward the springs, the mirage pictures be- 
fore him, and so perishes where there is none to 
give him burial, 

itis said that the desert quickly turns the brains 
ofsome men—makes them monomaniacs, so that 
once they have made a journey acrossit they beconie 
fascinated and return ty if again and again. as an 
Spium eater to his drug, Onno other theory can I 
explain the existence of the desert tramp. 


The climate of these deserts has been a 
emaes to the scientist. Mr. Shears writes 
0 : 


People who talk to theweather sharps of the Signal 
Service ‘ureau, are told that with per cent or 
more of humidity in the airin summer, the weather 
is insufferabiy oppressive; with 70 per cent., thé air 
is about right; with but GOVer 50 per ceng, as when 
the air in a room ts heated by a stove or furnace, the 
moisture is taken from the body in a way to spesece 
peoneanees but should the percentage WVe reduced to 
40 or to 30, the air becomes pesitively dangerous to

Of the effect of this heat, abundant and ftust- 
worshy testimony tnay bé had. 

While making the ditch which supplied the ranch 
with water, J. =. Crouch and O. Watkins slept in the 
running water. with their heads on stones to keep 
their faces above the fluid, although the work was 
not done in the hottest season. Philander Lee, an 
old desert Arab, well accustomed to the heat, while 
at work on the ranch, regularly sleptia the alfelfa 
where it grew under the shade of some willows and 
was abundantly irrigated. 

Other effects of the arid alr are found in the utter 
ruin, within a few days, of every article of furniture 
built eisewhere and carried there. A writing-desk 
curled and split and fell to pieces. Tables. warped 
into curious shapes. Chairsfellapart. Water bar- 
rels, incantiously left empty, lost their hoopsin an 
hour. One end ofa blanket that had been washed, 
was found to have dried while the other end was 
manipulated in the tab 

On the other hand, Death Valley in October be- 
comes a dreamy, sunny climate, The heme of the 
Indian summer. The ehange of climate which the 
whole desert country undergoes in the course of a 
year is rémarkabie. One reads in the authentic re- 

orts ofthe Californian Mining Bureau about snow 
alling inthe mountains west of Death Valley toa 
depth of three feet, while Supt. Strachan 
of the Teels Marsh Borax Works, in Esme- 
raida County, Ney,, noted a tamperature. of 120 
Gog. in the shade of his Nouse in August, and yet, 
before tlhe winter was over, saw mercury freeze and 
the comesentare sink to 50 deg. beiow zarp. There 
is probabiy no place on earth where a wider varia- 
tion of the thermometer than this has ever Been ob- 
served, just as no piace so hotas Death Valiey has 
been found, the greatest recorded heat of the arid 
region about the Red Sea being less than 127 dex. 

And here is a hint for hunters, dropped into 
the middle of the book from pure yood-nature 
by the author: 

The loading down of ducks with borax crystals 
led a bright young fellow into aspeculation, from 
which, it is said, he made a lot of monev. He 
learned that the borax preserved the meat froin de- 
cay, without in any way hurting its flavor, and 
thereupon he made a preserving powder for 
the use of sportsmen who might wantto send game 
fromthe wilds to their friends. It was composed 
chiefly of powdered borax, but he gaveit a taking 
name, advertised it in the sporting papers, and, al- 
though he sold it ata high price, he founda big de- 
wand forit. Straightway others imitated him. As 
@ matter of fact, siinple powdered borax, as itis sold 
in any grocery store, wiil serve every preservative 
purpose as well! as any of these bigh- priced goods, so 
extensively advertised, and ata fraction of the cost. 

The book is well illustrated, and is alto- 
gether a very Valuable addition to the tales 
of travel in our own country.

AUTHORS’ CLUB SCHEME.

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I have been reading a beautiful book by 
Mrs. Thackeray Ritchie on her recollections 
of Tennyson, Ruskin and Browning. It isa 
wreath of. fowers—not a thing one buys in 
Covent Garden—but awreath collected and 
woven by loving and sorrowful hands. The 
book, as such books ought to do, makes one 
understand real greatness of these 
three great men much more clearly. 
There is no  ~pybdlication of  IUfttle 
weaknesses; no revelation of things to 
be accepted, ignored, put up with; there is 
no carping or depreciation; we are not told 
of one that he hada bad digestion, or that 
another was impatient of contradiction, or 
that another could not abide the smell of 
roast mutton; each man stands ona pedes- 
tal; each man is a prophet; it isonly his 
greatness that is illustrated; and yet not a 
sycophantic book, nor a book of silly flattery. 
Such a work comes most fitly from a woman, 
because, if a man seems great to his fellow 
men, he seems infinitely greater to a woman. 
It is difficult for us to separate the prophet 
from his human weaknesses;it iseasy fora 
woman; she wraps up things and hides them 
much more readily than aman. Her dress 
gives her the practice. Anyhow, I thought 
that. my veneration for these three names 
could not be increased. But it is increased. 


We have tno little from Mrs. Thackeray 
Ritchie. This book reminds me of how ad- 
mirably she can write, The volume Is full of 
good and suggestive things—her own—as 
well as of good things remembered ahd 
quoted.. Now listen to this: She says that 
the only fault to De found with the age in re- 
spect of Hterary appreciation is thut there 
are too many mouths using the same words 
overand over again until the ‘‘expressions 
seem to lose their senses and fiy about 
almost giddily and at haphazard.’’ Now that 
is just exactly what happens. with every- 
thing. Go round a picture gallery and listen 
—you will presently get giddy merely with 
hearing the same adjectives used over and 
over again by everybody. The other day lI 
stood in a show of pictures before onw or two, 


They were the young critics who knew 
everything—except, of course, how to 
draw and paint. **What color!*? 
cried one—it was an exhibition of 
black and white. ‘“What an atmosphere !’’ 
Ho passed on. Thencame another. *‘What 
color!’’ hecried. ‘*‘Wonderful atmosphere!’’ 
and he passed on. And then another—and 
another—and all the same. Then came a man 
who knew drawing. ‘‘Humph!’’ he growled,

Weareali critics, anain 
order to show our powers we learn the fash- 
jonable phrases. ‘‘What color!”’ we cry, 
carried out of ourselves. ‘‘What an atmos- 
phere! Oh! Ob! Oh! Wonderful coior! 
Wonderful atmosphere!’’ Too many mouths, 
says Mrs. Thackeray Ritchie, using the same 
words over and over again. 


**Mankind,’’ he said, slowly ‘and gravely, 
**may be divided into great classes. With 
one a sovereign turns into a sixpence; with 
others a sixpence turns into a sovereign. As 
for me——’’ Hespread out his hands with an 
expressive smile; there was no need to fnish 
the sentence; his present appearance and his 
past history finished & for him.

Well, I tell you, sir, there isn’t a 
library in the world tocompare with this 
Room of Single Copy Books. But the respon- 
sibility and the watching—you wouldn't 
believe. They bring books just alike in bind- 
ing and try to exchange them when no one Is 
looking. They ask permission to read a 
page, and they go away and write it down.

Housework and electricity have been wed-» 
ded, and it isn’tabad match either.  Elec- 
tricity promises to bring about a regular rev- 
Olution in domestic affairs. What do you 
Say to heating a house by electricity in winter 
and cooling it in summer by the same magical 
agency? It is done. You need not havea 


grain of fuel in your cellaf nor an ice-chest 
inside the block. Just press.the button and 
you Know the rest! 

Of course, ifyou are a housekeeper, yow 
have a range or @ gas-stove, @éver which you 
or your Hannah patiently bak’ yourselves in 
your efforts to cook an ordinary meal.

THE EDDY3TONE LIGHT-HOUSE.

Built on the Most Dangérous Rocks Off 
the Cornish Coast. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DispPatcu. 

The Eddystone Light-houseis one of the 
most celebrated light-houses in the worid. It} 
is Dullt on one of the rocks of that name/ 
which lie in the English Channel about four- 
téen milesS8.SW.from Piymouth and nine 
miles off the Cornish coast. 

These rocks were probably called the ‘‘Ed- 
dystone,’’ fromthe whirl oreddy which Is 
occasioned by the water striking against 
them. They are very slightly elevated above 
the water, andatlow water are quite cov- 
ered, forming a dangerous obstacle to navyi- 


gation. ‘Many ships, after journering safely 
across the ocean, were shatteredon these 
rocks, going down within sight of their mative 
shores. The building of a lighthouse at this 
place was long thought desirable, but the 
undertaking was so ae that one was 
not begun thére until 1696. It was built bya 
Mr. Henry Winstanley. This iight-huouse, 
which, according to an old picture, was an 
ingenious, fanciful tower, seems notto have 
been well fitted to stand the terrible 
strain to which its situation rendered 
it exposed, It onl y. stood three years 
after it was comp eted, being blown to 
pieces Nov. 26, 1708, in what an old account 
describes ag ‘*the most terrible tem pest 
which was ever known in England.’’ The 
builder, Mr. Winstanley, was in the light- 
house at the time superintending some re- 
pairs. Thenext morning, however, not a 
vestige of the building or of Mr. W instanley 
wastobeseen. ‘‘Nota stone, a beamor an 
iron bar remained on the rock. The only 
thing left of the elaborate light-house was a 
short piece of ironchain, which had got so 
wedged into a deep cleft that it stuck there 
until it was cut off, fifty years after ’’ 

The next Ed: lystone Light-house was be- 
gun in 1706, It differed from the first in shape, 
being round instead of polygonal (many cor- 
nered), and was constructed of wood instead 
ofstone. This light-house was destroyed By 
fire in 1755
